1000. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar ue wi 5s, : 
‘Umar oui ,s, expelled the Jews and 
the Christians from Hijaz. When 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, 1% i,t» had 
conquered Khaibar, he wanted to expel 
the Jews from it as its land became the 
property of Allah, His Messenger, and 
the Muslims. Allah’s Messenger wi 
py sue intended to expel the Jews but 
they requested him to let them stay 
there on the condition that they would 
do the labour and get half of the 
produce (of the land they cultivate). 
Allah’s Messenger ,.,.1 0 ,u told 
them, “We will let you stay on this 
condition, as long as we wish.” So, they 
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(i.e. Jews) kept on living there until 
‘Umar forced them to go towards

So, to withhold the water means to prevent sheep 
from grazing as well. (Fath Al-Bari, Vol. 5, P. 429).

When we reached (Al-Madina) I 
took that camel to the Prophet ws ui 
i, and he gave me its price. I returned 
home but he sent for me (and when I 
went to him) he said, “I was not going 
to take your camel. So take your camel 
as a gift for you.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 879, Vol. 3) 


1030. Narrated Jabir bin ‘Abdullah 
Luyse ais, : 1 participated in a Ghazwa 
along with Allah’s Messenger wt J 
w, - The Prophet pL, ae w J- met me (on 
the way) while I was riding a camel of 
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ours used for irrigation; and it had got 
so tired that it could hardly walk. The 
Prophet ,., 1 wi 2 asked me, “What is 
wrong with the camel?” I replied, “It 
has got tired.” So, Allah’s Messenger 
pny dale ai gto Came from behind it and 
rebuked it and prayed for it so it started 
surpassing the other camels and going 
ahead of them. Then he asked me, 
“How do you find your camel (now)?” 
I replied, “I find it quite well, as it has 
received your blessings.” He said, 
“Will you sell it to me?” I felt shy (to 
refuse his offer) though it was the only 
camel for irrigation we had. So, I said, 
“Yes.” He said, “Sell it to me then.” I 
sold it to him on the condition that I 
should keep on riding it till I reach Al- 
Madina. Then I said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger I am bridegroom,” and 
requested him to allow me to go home. 
He allowed me and I set out for Al- 
Madina before the people till I reached 
Al-Madina, where I met my uncle, who 
asked me about the camel and I 
informed him all about it and he 
blamed me for that. When I took the 
permission of Allah’s Messenger w 
piyaze , he asked me whether I had 
married a virgin or a matron, and I 
replied that I had married a matron. He 
said, “Why haven’t you married a 
virgin who would have played with 
you, and you would have played with 
her?” I replied, “O Allah’s Messenger! 
My father died (or was martyred) and I 
have some young sisters, so I felt it not 
proper that I should marry a young girl 
like them who would neither teach 
them manners nor serve them. So, I 
have married a matron so that she may 
serve them and teach them manners.” 
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When Aillah’s Messenger pi.) ot ww, 
arrived in Al-Madina, I took the camel 
to him the next morning and he gave 
me its price and gave me the camel as 
well. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
211, Vol. 4) 


1031. Narrated Jabir bin ‘Abdullah 
Lage is, : The Prophet 2, ae wi 
bought a camel from me for two 
Ugiyya (of gold) and one or two 
Dirham. When he reached Sirar, he 
ordered that a cow be slaughtered and 
they ate its meat. When he arrived at 
Al-Madina, he ordered me to go to the 
mosque and offer two Rak‘a, and 
weighed (and gave) me the price of the 
camel.”

He (pt, we i ty replied, ‘I 
have not provided you with means of 
conveyance, but Allah ys has provided 
you with it and by Allah, if Allah will, 
if ever I take an oath to do something, 
and later on I find that it is more 
beneficial to do something different, I 
will do the thing which is better, and 
give expiation for my oath.’” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 361, Vol. 4) 


1071. Narrated ‘Abdur-Rahman bin 
Samura « wi ,2,: The Prophet p14 aie wi 
said, “O ‘Abdur-Rahman bin Samura!

The Prophet 
poy ous ti pie Said, “Then the Jews will 
release you from the oath, if fifty of 
them (the Jews) should take an oath to 
contradict your claim.” They said, “O 
Allah’s Messenger! They are 
disbelievers, (and they will take a false 
oath).” Then Allaéh’s Messenger w 
«2 himself paid the blood maney to 
them. Sahl added: “I came upon a she- 
camel from those camels while | 
entered their stable and it hit me with 
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its leg.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
164, Vol. 8) 


CHAPTER 2. Legal verdicts 
regarding apostates, and those who 
wage war against Allah and His 
Messenger pny ate wi gle. 


1086. Narrated Anas .  ,s,: Eight 
persons from the tribe of ‘Ukl came to 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, wt a!

CHAPTER 4. If anyone attacks the 
life of a person or his limb and the 
victim ward off the attack and in 
self-defence either the life of the 
assailant is lost or his limb broken, 
there will be no penalty on the 
victim. 


Narrated ‘Imran bin Husain ,., 
Loge ot : A man bit another man’s hand 
and the latter pulled his hand out of his 
mouth by force, causing two of his 
incisors (teeth) to fall out.

He 
then went to the Prophet wy uw wi, 
(with a complaint); but the Prophet 
py we wi rejected the plea and said to the 
complainant, “Did you expect him to 
let his finger in your mouth so that you 
might snap and cut it as does a stallion 
camel?”

One that he kept quiet for so long that 
we thought that he might name it with 
another name. Then he said, “Isn’t it 
the town of Makka?” We replied, “Yes 
(it is).” Then he said, “Which day is 
today?” We replied, “Allah and His 
Messenger know better.” He kept quiet 
for so long that we thought that he 
might name it with another name. Then 
he said, “Isn’t it the day of An-Nahr 
(i.e. sacrifice)?” We replied, “Yes (it 
is).” He said, “So your blood and your 
properties... (The subnarrator 
Muhammad said, I think the Prophet 
py cole tite also said: “And your 
honour...”) are sacred to one another 
like the sanctity of this day of yours, in 
this city of yours, in this month of 
yours; and surely, you will meet your 
Lord, and He will ask you about your 
deeds. Beware! Do not become like 
those who went astray after me, cutting 
the necks of one another. It is 
incumbent on those who are present to 
convey this message (of mine) to those 
who are absent. May be that some of 
those to whom it will be conveyed 
might comprehend (what I have said) 
better than the present audience.” (The 
subnarrator, Muhammad, on 
remembering that narration used to say, 
“Muhammad spoke the truth!”) He a ..) 
(pL) we then added twice, “No doubt! 
Haven’t I conveyed (Allah’s Message) 
to you?” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
688, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 11. Blood-money (Diya) 
of a baby still in the womb, and the 
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obligatory payment of blood-money 
in cases of unintentional murders, 
and in cases of seemingly-intentional 
murders.

1096. Narrated Al-Mughira bin 
Shu‘ba : ‘Umar «+ ws, consulted the 
companions about the case of a 
woman’s abortion (caused by 
somebody else). Al-Mughira said: “The 
Prophet 5 we uu» gave the verdict that 
a male or female slave should be given 
(as Diya). Then Muhammad bin 
Maslama testified that he had witnessed 
the Prophet ,-,.% wii giving such a 
verdict. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No.

1099. Narrated Abd Huraira ue w 2, : 
The Prophet ,1. wi, said, “Allah 
curses a thief who steals an egg and 
gets his hand cut off, or steals a rope 
and gets his hand cut off.” (Sahih Al- 
Bukhdri, Hadith No. 774, Vol. 8) 


CHAPTER 2. To cut the hand ofa 
thief whether he belongs to a noble 
family or otherwise, and prohibition 
of intercession in legal punishment. 


1100. Narrated ‘Aisha ys wis, : The 
people of Quraish were worried about 
the lady from Bant Makhziim who had 
committed theft. They asked, “Who 
will intercede for her with Allah’s 
Messenger p41 wi 2 ?”

Then he got 
up and dilevered a Khutba (religious 
talk) saying, “What destroyed the 
nations preceding you, was that if a 
noble amongst them committed theft, 
they would forgive him and ifa poor 
person amongst them stole, they would 
inflict Allah’s Legal Punishment on 
him. By Allah, if Fatima, the daughter 
of Muhammad (v,.% wit») stole, I 
would cut off her hand.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 681, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 4. Stoning to death of a 
married adulterer. 


1101. Narrated ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab 
ae ais, : Allah yo sent Muhammad w 2. 
,) 4» with the Truth and revealed the 
Holy Book to him, and among what 
Allah revealed, was the Verse of the 
Rajm [the stoning of married person 
(male & female) who commits illegal 
sexual intercourse], and we did recite 
this Verse and understood and 
memorized it. Allah’s Messenger wi 
py ue did carry out the punishment of 
Rajm and so did we; after him. lam 
afraid that after a long time has passed, 
somebody will say, “By Allah, we do 
not find the Verse of the Rajm in 
Allah’s Book,” and thus they will go 
astray by leaving an obligation which 
Allah has revealed. And _ the 
punishment of the Rajm is to be 
inflicted to any married person (male & 
female) who commits illegal sexual 
intercouse if the required evidence is 
available or there is conception or 
confession. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 817, Vol. 8)

When the stones troubled 
him, he fled, but we overtook him at 
Al-Harra and stoned him to death.”

They said, “Muhammad 
has told the truth; the Taurdt has the 
verse of Rajm.” The Prophet ,1-) ue a to 
then gave the order that both of them 
should be stoned to death. ‘Abdullah 
bin ‘Umar said, “I saw the man leaning 
over the woman to shield her from the 
stones.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
829, Vol. 4) 


1105. Narrated Ash-Shaibani «+ i ,s, : 
I asked ‘Abdullah bin Abi ‘Adfa w ¥2, 
tae , “Did Allah’s Messenger jy ae w to 
carry out the Rajm penalty (i.e., stoning 
to death)?”

Do not wish to meet 
the enemy, and ask Allah .w for safety, 
but when you meet (face) the enemy, 
be patient, and remember that Paradise 
is under the shades of swords.” Then 
he said, “O Allah, the Revealer of the 
Holy Book, and the Mover of the 
clouds and the Defeater of the 
confederates, defeat them, and grant us 
victory over them.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No.266 (A), Vol. 4)

CHAPTER 8. Prohibition of killing 
women and children in war. 


1138. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar use ws, : 
During some of the Ghazawat (holy 
battles) of Allah’s Messenger a wi .. 
y,» , a woman was found killed, so 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, uw wi + forbade 
the killing of women and children. 
(Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 258, 
Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 9. Permissibility of 
killing women and children in the 
night raids, provided it is not 
deliberate. 


1139. Narrated As-Sa‘b bin Jaththama 
ue tis, : The Prophet .L, ae wi to passed 
by me at a_ place callled Al-Abwa’ or 
Waddan, and was asked whether it was 
permissible to attack Al-Mushrikin!""! 
warriors at night with the probability of 
exposing their women and children to 
danger. The Prophet .., wt wi. replied, 
“They (i.e. women and children) are 
from them (i.e. Al-Mushrikiin).” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 256, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 10. It is allowed to cut or 
burn the trees of disbelievers. 


1140. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar ue wi 2, : 
Allah’s Messenger ,., a wi i. burnt and 
cut down the date-palm trees of Bani 
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(3 (H.1139) Al-Mushrikiin: polytheists, pagans, idolators, and disbelievers in the Oneness of 
Allah and in His Messenger Muhammad ,L, at wi we. 
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An-Nadir at a place called Al-Buwaira. 
Allah jus then revealed: “What you (O 
Muslims) cut down of the date-palm 
trees (of the enemy), or you left them 
standing on their stems; it was by leave 
of Allah...” (V.59:5) (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 365, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 11. War-Booty has been 
made lawful for this (Muslim) nation 
specially. 


1141. Narrated Abd Huraira ws, : 
The Prophet sx, 1 said, “A 
Prophet amongst the Prophets carried 
out a holy military expedition, so he 
said to his followers, ‘Anyone who has 
married a woman and wants to 
consummate the marriage, and has not 
done so yet, should not accompany me; 
nor should a man who has built a house 
but has not completed its roof; nora 
man who _has sheep or she-camels and 
is waiting for the birth of their young 
ones.’ So, the Prophet carried out the 
expedition and when he reached that 
town at the time or nearly at the time of 
the ‘Asr prayer, he said to the sun, “O 
sun! You are under Allah’s Order and I 
am under Allah’s Order. O Allah! Stop 
it (ie. the sun) from setting.’ It was 
stopped till Allah ys made him 
victorious. Then he collected the booty 
and the fire came to burn it, but it did 
not burn it.” He said (to his men), 
‘Some of you have stolen something 
from the booty. So one man from every 
tribe should give me a Bai‘a (pledge) 
by shaking hands with me.’ (iney did 
so and) the hand of a man got stuck in 
the hand of their Prophet. Then that 
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y (H.1141) Booty used to be burnt by a fire sent by Allah. 
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Prophet said (to the man), ‘The theft 
has been committed by your people. So 
all the persons of your tribe should give 
me the Bai ‘a (pledge) by shaking hands 
with me.’ The hands of two or three 
men got stuck in the hand of their 
Prophet and he said, “You have 
committed the theft.” Then they 
brought a head of gold, like the head of 
a cow and put it there, and the fire 
came and consumed the booty.” The 
Prophet ,, au wi We added: “Then Allah 
saw our weakness and disability, so He 
made booty legal for us.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 353, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 12. Spoils of war. 


1142. Narrated Nafi‘ on the authority 
of Ibn ‘Umar uyewis, : Allah’s 
Messenger ,L-, « wi w+ sent a Sariya (an 
army unit for Jihdd) towards Najd, and 
‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar was in the Sariya. 
They gained a great number of camels 
as war booty. The share of each one of 
them was twelve or eleven camels, and 
they were also given an extra camel 
each. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
362, Vol. 4) 


1143. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar ups wi ,s, : 
Allah’s Messenger ,, uc wi 1. used to give 
extra share to some of the members of 
the Sariya (army unit) he used to send, 
in addition to the shares they shared 
with the army in general. (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 363, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 13. The belongings of the 
killed-one will be given to the fighter 
who killed him. 


1144. Narrated Aba Qatada « wi ,s,: 
We set out in the company of Allah’s 
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Messenger j1., «1+ wi te on the day (of the 
battle) of Hunain. When we faced the 
enemy, the Muslims retreated; and I 
saw a Mushrik (polytheist, pagan, 
idolator, disbeliever in the Oneness of 
Allah and in His Messenger 
Muhammad ,1, «+ w:- ) throwing himself 
over a Muslim. I turned round and 
came upon him from behind and hit 
him on his shoulder with the sword. He 
(i.e. the Mushrik) came towards me and 
seized me so violently that I felt as if it 
were death itself, but death overtook 
him and he released me. I followed 
‘Umar bin Al-Khattab and asked (him), 
“What is wrong with the people 
(fleeing)?” He replied, “This is the Will 
of Allah.” After the people returned, 
the Prophet .., ue wi, , sat and said, 
“Anyone who has killed an enemy and 
has a proof of that will possess his 
spoils.” I got up and said, ““Who will be 
a witness for me?” and then sat down. 
The Prophet yi, again said, 
“Anyone who has killed an enemy and 
has proof of that will possess his 
spoils.” I (again) got up and said, “Who 
will be a witness for me?” and sat 
down. Then the Prophet .., wt ws said 
the same for the third time. I again got 
up, and Allah’s Messenger jy ate w Wo 
said, “O Abi Qatada! What is your 
story?” Then I narrated the whole story 
to him. A man (got up and) said, “O 
Allah’s Messenger! He is speaking the 
truth, and the spoils of the killed man 
are with me. So, please compensate 
him on my behalf.” On that Aba Bakr 
As-Siddiq said, “No, by Allah he (i.e. 
Allah’s Messenger ,1, 4 wi. ) will not 
agree to give you the spoils gained by 
one of Allah’s lions who fights on 
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behalf of Allah and His Messenger 
plwy ale aU gle . * The Prophet ply ale all go 
said, “Aba Bakr has spoken the truth.” 
So, Allah’s Messenger p, «te wi to gave 
the spoils to me. I sold that armour (i.e. 
the spoils) and with its price I bought a 
garden at Bani Salima, and this was my 
first property which I gained after my 
conversion to Islam. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 370, Vol. 4) 


1145. Narrated ‘Abdur-Rahman bin 
‘Adf ow, : While I was standing in 
the row on the day (of the battle) of 
Badr, I. looked to my right and my left 
and saw two young Ansari boys, and I 
wished if I were between some stronger 
(men) than them. One of them called 
my attention saying, “O uncle! Do you 
know Abi Jahl?” I said, “Yes. What do 
you want from him, O my nephew?” 
He said, “I have been informed that he 
abuses Allah’s Messenger toy ate ati bo. 
By Him in Whose Hands my life is, if I 
should see him, then my body will not 
leave his body till either of us meet his 
death.” I was astonished at that talk. 
Then the other boy called my attention 
saying the same as the other had said. 
After a while I saw Abd Jahl walking 
amongst the people. I said (to the 
boys), “Look! This is the man you 
asked me about’. So, both of them 
attacked him with their swords and 
struck him to death and returned to 
Allah’s Messenger ,, ot wi .. to inform 
him of that. Allah’s Messenger ate wi. 
w-, asked, “Which of you has killed 
him?” Each of them said, “I have killed 
him.” Allaéh’s Messenger p., ue oi to 
asked, “Have you cleaned your 
swords.?” They said, “No.” He then 
looked at their swords and said, “No 
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doubt, you both have killed him and the 
spoils of the deceased will be given to 
Mu ‘adh bin ‘Amr bin Al-Jamih.”" The 
two boys were Mu‘adh bin ‘Afra’ and 
Mu‘adh bin ‘Amr bin Al-Jamth. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 369, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 15. Order as regards Fai’ 
booty (i.e. booty got without a war). 


1146. Narrated ‘Umar «x wu ,s,: The 
properties of Bani An-Nadir which 
Allah jy ushad transferred to His 
Messenger ,L,.% wi,ie as Fai’-booty 
were not gained by the Muslims with 
their horses and camels. The properties 
therefore, belonged especially to 
Allah’s Messenger ,L, wt wi ,t2 who used 
to give his family their yearly 
expenditure and spend what remained 
thereof on arms and horses to be used 
in Allah’s Cause. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 153, Vol. 4) 


1147. Narrated Malik bin Ats Al- 
Hadathén An-Nasri that once ‘Umar 
bin Al-Khattéb . w ,s, called him and 
while he was sitting with him, his 
gatekeeper, Yarfa came and said, “Will 
you admit ‘Uthman, ‘Abdur-Rahman 
bin ‘Adf, Az-Zubair and Sa‘d (bin Abi 
Waqqaés) who are waiting for your 
permission?” ‘Umar said, “Yes, let 
them come in.” After a while, Yarfa 
came again and said, “Will you admit 
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mt (H.1145) The Prophet ,, + wi. noticed that the sword of Ibn Al-Jamih had been driven 
deep in the body of the killed man. The Hadith shows also that the ruler has the right to 
assign the spoils of the killed enemies to whomever he likes. 
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‘Ali and ‘Abbas who are asking your 
permission?” ‘Umar said, “Yes.” So, 
when the two entered, ‘Abbas said, “O 
chief of the believers! Judge between 
me and this (i.e. ‘Ali).” Both of them 
had dispute regarding the property of 
Bani An-Nadir which Allah gs had 
given to His Messenger uy ue wi Wo as 
Fai’ (i.e. booty gained without 
fighting), ‘Ali and ‘Abbas started 
reproaching each other. The (present) 
people (i.e. ‘Uthman and _his 
companions) said, “O chief of the 
believers! Give your verdict in their 
case and relieve each from the other.” 
‘Umar said, “Wait, I beseech you, by 
Allah, by Whose Permission both the 
heaven and the earth stand fast! Do you 
know that Allah’s Messenger ,u5 ate w je 
said, ‘We (Prophets), our properties are 
not to be inherited, and whatever we 
leave, is to be spent in charity,’ and he 
said it about himself?” They (i.e. 
‘Uthman and his companions) said, 
“He did say it.” ‘Umar then turned 
towards ‘Ali and ‘Abbas and said, “I 
beseech you both, by Allah! Do you 
know that Allah’s Messenger »L, a: wo 
said this?” They replied in the 
affirmative. He said, “Now I am talking 
to you about this matter. Allah, the 
Glorified favoured His Messenger wi .. 
p+) le With something of this Fai’ which 
He did not give to anybody else. Allah 
jus said: ‘And what Allah gave as (Fai’) 
booty to His Messenger (Muhammad 
poy sue wi te) from them, for which you 
made no expedition with either cavalry 
or camelry. But Allah gives power to 
His Messenger ~~, Over 
whomsoever He wills. And Allah is 
Able to do all things.’ (V.59:6) So this 
property was especially granted to 
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Allah’s Messenger .~, uw! 1» . But by 
Allah, the Prophet ,-, 1 0,1. neither 
took it all for himself, nor deprived you 
of it, but he gave it to all of you and 
distributed it amongst you till only this 
remained out of it. And from this, 
Allah’s Messenger ,., + wi. used to 
spend the yearly maintenance 
expenditure for his family, and 
whatever used to remain, he used to 
spend it where Allah’s Property is 
spent (i.e. in charity etc.). Allah’s 
Messenger ,- 4 wi,ie kept on acting 
like that during all his life. Then he 
died, and Abi Bakr said, ‘I am the 
successor of Allah’s Messenger ot wis. 
a» .” So he (i.e. Abd Bakr us ws, ) took 
charge of this property and disposed of 
it in the same manner as Allah’s 
Messenger ,-) ute «i te used to do, and 
all of you (at that time) knew all about 
it.” Then ‘Umar «s a ,s, turmed towards 
‘Ali and ‘Abbas and said, “You both 
remember that Abi Bakr disposed of it 
in the way you have both seen and 
Allah knows that, in that matter, he was 
sincere, pious, rightly guided and the 
follower of the right. Then Allah js 
caused Abii Bakr to die and I said, ‘I 
am the successor of Allah’s Messenger 
pay ate wt te and Abi Bakr.’ So I kept this 
property in my possession for the first 
two years of my rule (i.e. caliphate) and 
I used to dispose of it in the same way 
as Allah’s Messenger , ut wi, and 
Abi Bakr used to do; and Allah knows 
that I have been sincere, pious, rightly 
guided and the follower of the right (in 
this matter). Later on both of you (..e. 
‘Ali and ‘Abbas) came to me, and the 
claim of you both was one and the 
same, O Abbas! You also came to me. 
So I told you both that Allah’s 
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Messenger jj, 0,1 said, ‘Our 
property is not inherited, but whatever 
we leave is to be given in charity.’ 
Then, when I thought that I should 
better hand over this property to you 
both, I said to you, ‘If you wish I will 
hand over this property to you both, on 
the condition that you will promise and 
pledge before Allah that you will 
dispose it of in the same way as Allah’s 
Messenger py ute wi 2+ and Abd Bakr did 
and as I have done since the beginning 
of my caliphate, or else you should not 
speak to me (about it).’ So, both of you 
said to me, ‘Hand it over to us on this 
condition.” And on_ this condition I 
handed it over to you. Do you want me 
now to give a decision other than that 
(decision)? By Allah, with Whose 
Permission both the heaven and the 
earth stand fast, I will never give any 
decision other than that (decision) till 
the Last Hour is established. But if you 
are unable to manage it (i.e. that 
property), then return it to me, andI 
will manage on your behalf.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No.367, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER’ 16. The _ Prophet’s 
statement:- “Our property is not to 
be inherited, and whatever we leave 
is Sadaga (ie. to be spent in 
charity).” 


1148. Narrated ‘Urwa: ‘Aisha yr a 52, 
said, “When Allah’s Messenger 
isa died, his wives intended to send 
‘Uthman to Abi Bakr asking him for 
their share of the inheritance.” Then 
‘Aisha said to them, “Didn’t Allah’s 
Messenger ,—, ou wi, say, “Our 
(Messengers) property is not to be 
inherited, and whatever we leave is 
Sadagqa (i.e. to be spent in charity)?’ ” 
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(Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Vol. 8) 


1149. Narrated ‘Aisha Ge ois, : 
Fatima Ww, the daughter of the 
Prophet ploy dle oti to , Sent someone to 
Abii Bakr (when he was the caliph), 
asking for her inheritance of what 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, wi had left 
of the property bestowed on him by 
Allah ys from the Fai’ (i.e. booty 
gained without fighting) in Al-Madina, 
and Fadak, and what remained of the 
Khumus_ of the Khaibar booty. On that, 
Aba Bakr said, “Allah’s Messenger 
pivy ole i te Said, “Our property is not 
inherited. Whatever we leave, is 
Sadaqa (i.e. to be spent in charity) but 
the family of (the Prophet) Muhammad 
ping aus at te Can eat of this property.’ By 
Allah, I will not make any change in 
the state of the Sadaga of Allah’s 
Messenger ji.) oie 01 to and will leave it 
as it was during the life-time of Allah’s 
Messenger LU, ue wi. , and will dispose 
of it as Allah’s Messenger wu, ue wi so 
used to do.” So Abi Bakr refused to 
give anything of that to Fatima. So she 
became angry with Abi Bakr and kept 
away from him, and did not talk to him 
till she died. She remained alive for six 
months after the death of the Prophet 
pivy aie tt. When she died, her husband 
‘Ali, buried her at night without 
informing Abi Bakr and he performed 
the funeral prayer by himself. When 
Fatima was alive, the people used to 
respect ‘Ali much, but after her death, 
‘Ali noticed a change in the people’s 
attitude towards him. So ‘Ali sought 
reconciliation with Abt Bakr and gave 
him the Bai‘a (pledge). ‘Ali had not 
given the Bai‘a during those months 
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(i.e., the period between the Prophet’s 
death and Fatima’s death). ‘Ali sent 
someone to Abi Bakr saying, “Come to 
us, but let nobody come with you,” as 
he disliked that ‘Umar should come. 
‘Umar said (to Aba Bakr), “No, by 
Allah, you shall not enter upon them 
alone.” Abdi Bakr said, “What do you 
think they will do to me? By Allah, I 
will go to them.” So Abd Bakr entered 
upon them, and then ‘Ali uttered 
Tashah-hud" and said (to Abi Bakr), 
“We know well your superiority and 
what Allah has given you, and we are 
not jealous of the good what Allah has 
bestowed upon you, but you did not 
consult us in the question of the rule 
and we thought that we have got a right 
in it because of our near relationship to 
Allah’s Messenger ,-,.se wi .” 
Thereupon, Abi Bakr’s eyes flowed 
with tears. And when Abi Bakr spoke, 
he said, “By Him in Whose Hand my 
soul is, to keep good relations with the 
relatives of Allah’s Messenger or wo 
x, , 18 dearer to me*than to keep good 
relation with my own relatives. But as 
for the trouble which arose between me 
and you about this property, I will do 
my best to spend it according to what is 
good, and will not leave any rule or 
regulation which I saw Allah’s 
Messenger .~,.% wit following, in 
disposing of it, but I will follow.” On 
that, ‘Ali said to Aba Bakr, “I promise 
to give you the Bai ‘a in this afternoon.” 
So when Abia Bakr had offered the 
Zuhr prayer, he ascended the pulpit and 
uttered the Tashah-hud and_ then 
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- (H.1149) To testify that ‘La ildha ill-Allah’ (None has the right to be worshipped but 
Allah) and that Muhammad is Allah’s Messenger pry ate a to 
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mentioned the story of ‘Ali and his 
failure to give the Bai‘a, and excused 
him, accepting what excuses he had 
offered. Then ‘Ali (got up) and praying 
(to Allah) for forgiveness,he uttered 
Tashah-hud, praised Abi Bakr’s right, 
and said that he had not done what he 
had done because of jealousy of Abi 
Bakr or as a protest of what Allah ys 
had favoured him with. ‘Ali added, 
“But we used to consider that we too 
had some right in this affair (of 
tulership) and that he (i.e. Aba Bakr) 
did not consult us in this matter and 
therefore caused us to feel sorry.” On 
that, all the Muslims became happy and 
said, “You have done the right thing.” 
The Muslims then became friendly 
with ‘Ali as he returned to what the 
people had done (i.e., giving the Bai‘a 
to Abi Bakr]. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 546, Vol. 5) 


1150. Narrated ‘Aisha Ue os, , 
mother of the believers: After the death 
of Allah’s Messenger s-yor wi. , 
Fatima Wu ut , the daughter of Allah’s 
Messenger jp.) 44 wi te asked Aba Bakr 
As-Siddiq «+ wi ,s, to give her, her share 
of inheritance from what Allah’s 
Messenger pu, wie had left of the 
Fai’ (i.e. booty gained without 
fighting) which Allah had given him. 
Abii Bakr said to her, “Allah’s 
Messenger py.% ut said, ‘Our 
property will not be inherited, whatever 
we (i.e. Prophets) leave is Sadaqa (to 
be used for charity).’” Fatima, the 
daughter of Allah’s Messenger us wi 3. 
4» got angry and stopped speaking to 
Abi Bakr, and continued assuming that 
attitude till she died. Fatima remained 
alive for six months after the death of 
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Allah’s Messenger 2, .0 i , . She 
used to ask Abdi Bakr for her share 
from the property of Allah’s Messenger 
pivy te wi te Which he left at Khaibar, and 
Fadak, and his property at Al-Madina 
(devoted for chairty). Abi Bakr refused 
to give her that property and said, “I 
will not leave anything Allah’s 
Messenger x, wi ,1- used to do, 
because I am afraid that if I left 
something from all that which the 
Prophet .s., ue wi s. used to order, then I 
would go astray.” (Later on) ‘Umar 
gave the Prophet’s property (of 
Sadaga) at Al-Madina to ‘Ali and 
‘Abbas, but he withheld the properties 
of Khaibar and Fadak in his custody 
and said, “These two properties are the 
Sadagqa_ which Allah’s Messenger 1 
yy used to use for his expenditures 
and urgent needs. Now _ their 
managment is to be entrusted to the 
ruler.” (Az-Zuhri said, “They have 
been managed in this way till today.”) 
(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 325, 
Vol. 4) 


1151. Narrated Abd Huraira « wis, : 
Allah’s Messenger pu; «2 wi 2. said, “My 
heirs will not inherit a Dinar or a 
Dirham (i.e. money), for whatever I 
leave, excluding the adequate support 
of my wives and the wages of my 
employees, is to be given in charity.” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No.37, 
Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 19. Binding the prisoners 
and putting them in confinement and 
the permissibility of setting them free 
without any ransom. 


1152. Narrated Abd Huraira cx wi ,s, : 
The Prophet »-,.% 1, sent some 
cavalry-men towards Najd and they 
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brought a man from the tribe of Bana 
Hanifa who was called Thumdéma bin 
‘Uthal. They fastened him to one of the 
pillars of the mosque. The Prophet 
pivy ale i Went to him and said, “What 
have you got, O Thumama?”” He 
replied, “I have got a good thought, O 
Muhammad!” If you should kill me, 
you would kill a person who has 
already killed somebody, and if you 
should set me free, you would do a 
favour to one who is grateful, and if 
you want property, then ask me 
whatever wealth you want.” He was 
left till the next day when the Prophet 
ping ale all te Said to him, “What have you 
got, O Thumadma?” He said, “What I 
told you, i.e. if you set me free, you 
would do a favour to one who is 
grateful.” The Prophet ., wiv left 
him till the day after, when he said, 
“What have you got, O Thuméma?” He 
said, “I have got what I told you.” On 
that the Prophet p, 4% wt said, 
“Release Thumama.” So he (ie. 
Thumama) went to a_ garden of 
date-palm trees near to the mosque, 
took a bath and then entered the 
mosque and said, “I testify that Ld 
ildha ill-Allah” (none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah) and also testify 
that Muhammad is His Messenger! By 
Allah, O Muhammad! There was no 
face on the surface of the earth most 
disliked by me than yours, but now 
your face has become the most beloved 
face to me. By Allah, there was no 
religion most disliked by me _ than 
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2 (H.1152) Thumama had a good idea about the Prophet wv, «1 wi. for he knew that he 
would not oppress people, but forgive and help them. 
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yours, but now it is the most beloved 
religion to me. By Allah, there was no 
town most disliked by me than your 
town, but now it is the most beloved 
town to me. Your cavalry arrested me 
(at the time) when I was intending to 
perform the ‘Umra. And now what do 
you think? Allah’s Messenger jo, wir 
gave him good tidings (congratulated 
him) and ordered him to perform 
‘Umra. So when he came to Makka, 
someone said to him, “You have 
become a Sabi?” Thumama replied, 
“No! By Allah, I have embraced Islam 
with Muhammad, the Messenger of 
Allah. No, by Allah! Not a single grain 
of wheat will come to you from 
Yamama unless the Prophet .v, ue wi we 
gives his permission.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 658, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 20. To exile Jews from 
the land of Hijaz. 


1153. Narrated Abd Huraira wis, : 
While we were in the mosque, Allah’s 
Messenger ,.,.W: «i,t. came out to us 
and_ said, “Let us proceed to the Jews.”

The Prophet , ue wi .. stood 
up and addressed them, “O assembly of 
Jews! Embrace Islam and you will be 
safe!” The Jews replied, “O Abul- 
Qasim! You have conveyed Allah’s 
Message to us.” The Prophet py aie wi i 
said, “That is what I want (from you).” 
He repeated his first statement for the 
second time, and they said, “You have 
conveyed Allaéh’s Message, O Abul- 
Qasim.” Then he said it for the third 
time and added, “You should know that 
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the earth belongs to Allah and His 
Messenger, and I want to exile you 
from this land, so whoever among you 
owns some property, can sell it, 
otherwise you should know that the 
earth belongs to Allah and His 
Messenger.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith 
No. 77, Vol. 9) 


1154. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar ue wi 2, : 
Bani An-Nadir and Bani Quraiza 
fought against the Prophet ,-, ut wi. 
(violating their peace treaty), so the 
Prophet ,»—,Wu ou, exiled Bani 
An-Nadir and allowed Bani Quraiza to 
remain at their places (in Al-Madina) 
taking nothing from them (till they 
fought against the Prophet ,~, uw ws. 
again). He then killed their men and 
distributed their women, children and 
property among the Muslims, but some 
of them came to the Prophet ,L, wt wi 
and he granted them safety, and they 
embraced Islam. He exiled all the Jews 
from Al-Madina, they were the Jews of 
Bani Qainuga‘, the tribe of ‘Abdullah 
bin Salam and the Jews of Bani Haritha 
and all the other Jews of Al-Madina. 
(Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 362, 
Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 22. Permissibility of 
fighting against those who prove 
treacherous after making a covenant 
and to make the people of the fort 
surrender on the arbitration of a just 
person. 


1155. Narrated Abd Sa‘id Al-Khudri 
we .us, : When the tribe of Bani 
Quraiza was ready to accept Sa‘d’s 
judgment [and he (Sa‘d) was the son of 
Mu‘adh), Allah’s Messenger py ate ww! 
sent for Sa‘d who was near to him. 
Sa‘d came, riding a donkey and when 
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he came near, Allah’s Messenger wi 
pis oe Said (to the Ansar), “Stand up for 
your leader.” Then Sa‘d came and sat 
beside Allah’s Messenger p~, ou ow 
who said to him, “These people are 
ready to accept your judgment.” Sa‘d 
said, “I give the judgment that their 
warriors should be killed and their 
children and women should be taken as 
prisoners.” The Prophet ,u, «se wi 1. then 
remarked, “O Sa‘d! You have judged 
amongst them with (or similar to) the 
judgment of the King (Allah).” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 280, Vol. 4) 


1156. Narrated ‘Aisha yx wis, : Sa‘d 
(bin Mu‘adh) was wounded on the day 
of Al-Khandak (i.e. at the battle of 
trench) when a man from Quraish, 
called Hibban bin Al-‘Araga hit him 
(with an arrow). The man was Hibban 
bin Qais from (the tribe of) Bani Ma‘is 
bin ‘Amir bin Lu’ai who shot an arrow 
at Sa‘d’s medial arm vein (or main 
artery of the arm). The Prophet 1 wi 1. 
x, pitched a tent (for Sa‘d) in the 
mosque so that he might be near to the 
Prophet .., 1 wi te to visit. When the 
Prophet ~., us i... returned (from the 
battle) of Al-Khandagq and laid down 
his arms and took a bath, (angel) Jibrael 
(Gabriel) »u1. came to him while he 
(i.e. Jibrael) was shaking the dust off 
his head, and said, “You have laid 
down the arms? By Allah, I have not 
laid them down. Go out to them (to 
attack them).” The Prophet ,o, «te wi to 
said, “Where?” Jibrael 0 1% pointed 
towards Bani Quraiza. So Allah’s 
Messenger ,., ae wi to Went to them (i.e. 
Bani Quraiza) (i.e. besiged them). They 
then surrendered to the Prophet’s 
judgment but he directed them to Sa‘d 
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to give his verdict concerning them. 
Sa‘d said, “I give my judgment that 
their warriors should be killed, their 
women and children should be taken as 
captives, and their properties 
distributed.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 448-A, Vol. 5) 


1157. Narrated Hisham: My father 
informed me that ‘Aisha said, “Sa‘d 
(bin Mu‘adh) said, ‘O Allah! You 
know that there is nothing more 
beloved to me than to fight in Your 
Cause against those who disbelived 
Your Messenger jy a wi. and turned 
him out (of Makka). O Allah! I think 
You have put to an end the fight 
between us and them (i.e. Quraish 
infidels). And if there still remains any 
fight with the Quraish (infidels), then 
keep me alive till I fight against them 
for Your Sake. But if you have brought 
the war to anend, then let this wound 
burst and cause my death thereby.’ So 
blood gushed from the wound. There 
was a tent in the mosque belonging to 
Bani Ghifar who were surprised by the 
blood flowing towards them. They said, 
‘O people of the tent! What is this thing 
which is coming to us from your side?’ 
Behold! Blood was flowing profusely 
out of Sa‘d’s wound. Sa‘d then died 
because of that.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 448-B, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 23. Giving precedence to 
the more urgent of the two actions 
while making a choice between them. 


1158. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar use ws, : 
When the Prophet ,., ut wi. returned 
from the battle of Al-Ahzab 
(confederates), he said to us, “None 
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should offer the ‘Asr prayer but at Bani 
Quraiza.” The ‘Asr prayer became due 
for some of them on the way. Some of 
them decided not to offer the Salat 
(prayer) but at Bani Quraiza while 
others decided to offer the Salat on the 
spot and said that the intention of the 
Prophet j,i,» was not what the 
former party had understood. And 
when that was told to the Prophet w 
yale , he did not blame anyone of 
them. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
67-B , Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 24. Return of the Ansdar’s 
gifts (fruits, trees etc.) by the 
emigrants when the latter grew rich 
as a result of conquests. 


1159. Narrated Ibn Shihab Az-Zuhri: 
Anas bin Malik « wi, said, “When the 
emigrants came to Al-Madina from 
Makka, they had nothing whereas the 
Ansar had land and property. The 
Ansar gave them their land on 
condition that the emigrants would give 
them half the yearly yield and work on 
the land and provide the necessaries for 
cultivation.” His (i.e. Anas’s) mother, 
Umm Sulaim, who was also the mother 
of ‘Abdullah bin Abi Talha, gave some 
date-palms to Allah’s Messenger ww: 
p~y4ue Who gave them to his freed 
slave-girl (Umm Aiman), who was also 
the mother of Usama bin Zaid. When 
the Prophet ,., wt wi 1» finished from the 
fighting against the people of Khaibar 
and returned to Al-Madina, the 
emigrants returned to the Ansdr the 
fruit gifts which the Ansar had given 
them. The Prophet », 1 wi, also 
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returned to Anas’s mother the 
date-palms. Allah’s Messenger ut wi 
~~, gave Umm Aiman other trees from 
his garden in lieu of the old gift. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 799, Vol. 3) 


1160. Narrated Anas — wi ,s,: Some 
(of the AnsGr) used to present date- 
palm trees to the Prophet p12, we wi till 
Band Quraiza and Bani An-Nadir were 
conquered (then he returned to the 
people their date-palms). My people 
ordered me to ask the Prophet ux wi 
-, to return some or all the date-palms 
they had given to him, but the Prophet 
py ue wi te had given those trees to 
Umm Aiman. On that, Umm Aiman 
came and put the garment around my 
neck and said, “No, by Him except 
Whom none has the right to be 
worshipped, he will not return those 
trees to you as he (i.e. the Prophet 1 
wy ) has given them to me.” The 
Prophet p,.% i, said (to her), 
“Return those trees and I will give you 
so much (instead of them).” But she 
kept on refusing, saying, “No, by 
Allah,” till he gave her ten times the 
number of her date-palms. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 446, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 25. To take the food from 
the enemy-land. 


1161. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin 
Mughaffal ou ,2, : While we were 
beseiging the fort of Khaibar, a person 
threw a leather container containing fat, 
and I ran to take it, but when I turned I 
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saw the Prophet .-, ue 1 ,. (standing 
behind), so I felt embarrassed in front 
of him. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
381, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 26. Sending a letter by 
the Prophet , 1 i, to Heraclius 
inviting him to Islam. 


1162. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas upc wi 55, : 
Abia Sufyan narrated to me personally, 
saying, “I set out during the truce that 
had been concluded between me and 
Allah’s Messenger ,u, «ew 2 . While I 
was in Sham, a letter sent by the 
Prophet yp, «uv 2 was brought to 
Heraclius. Dihya Al-Kalbi had brought 
and given it to the governor of Busra, 
and the latter forwarded it to Heraclius. 
Heraclius said, ‘Is there anyone from 
the nation of this man who claims to be 
a prophet?’ The people replied, ‘Yes.’ 
So I along with some of Quraishi men 
were called and we entered upon 
Heraclius, and we were seated in front 
of him. Then he said, ‘Who amongst 
you is the nearest relative to the man 
who claims to be a prophet?’ I (Aba 
Sufyén) replied I (am the nearset 
relative to to him). So they made me sit 
infront of him and made my 
companions sit behind me. Then he 
called upon his translator and said (to 
him) ‘Tell them (i.e. Aba Sufyan’s 
companions) that I am going to ask him 
(ie. Abt Sufyan) regarding the man 
who claims to be a prophet. So, if he 
tell me a lie, they should contradict him 
(instantly).” By Allah, had I not been 
afraid that my companions would 
consider me a liar, I would have told 
lies. Heraclius then said to his 
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translator, ‘Ask him: What is his (i.e. 
the prophet’s) family’s status amongst 
you?’ I said, ‘He belongs to a noble 
family amongst us.’ Heraclius said, 
“Was any of his ancestors a king?’ I 
said, ‘No.’ He said, ‘Did you ever 
accuse him of telling lies before his 
saying what he has said?’ I said, ‘No.’ 
He said, ‘Do the nobles follow him or 
the poor people?’ I said, ‘It is the poor 
who follow him.’ He said, ‘Is the 
number of his followers increasing or 
decreasing?’ I said, ‘They are 
increasing.” He said, ‘Does anyone 
renounce his religion (i.e. Islam) after 
embracing it, being displeased with it?’ 
I said, ‘No.’ He said, ‘Did you fight 
with him?’ I replied, ‘Yes.’ He said, 
‘How was your fighting with him?’ I 
said, ‘The fighting between us was 
undecided and victory was shared by 
him and us in tums. He inflicts 
casualties upon us and we inflict 
casualties upon him.’ He said, ‘Did he 
ever betray?’ I said, ‘No, but now we 
are away from him in this truce and we 
do not know what he will do in it.’” 
Abi Sufyan added, “By Allah, I was 
not able to insert in my speech a word 
(against him) except that. Heraclius 
said, ‘Did anybody else (amongst you) 
ever claimed the same (i.e. to be a 
Prophet of Allah, etc.) before him?’ I 
said, ‘No.’ Then Heraclius told his 
translator to tell me (i.e. Aba Sufyan), 
‘I asked you about his family status 
amongst you, and you told me that he 
comes from a noble family amongst 
you. Verily, all Messengers come from 
the noblest family among their people. 
Then I asked you whether any of his 
ancestors was a king, and you denied 
that. Thereupon I thought that had one 
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of his fore-fathers been a king, I would 
have said that he (i.e. Muhammad w 
pwy cule) Was seeking to rule the kingdom 
of his fore-fathers. Then I asked you 
regarding his followers, whether they 
were the noble or the poor among the 
people, and you said that they were 
only the poor (who follow him). In fact, 
such are the followers of the 
Messengers. Then I asked you whether 
you have ever accused him of telling 
lies before he said what he said and 
your reply was in_ the negative. 
Therefore, I took for granted that a man 
who did not tell lie about others, could 
never tell a lie about Allah. Then I 
asked you whether anyone of his 
followers had renounced his religion 
(i.e. Islam) after embracing it, being 
displeased with it, and you denied that. 
And such is faith, when its delight 
enters the hearts and mixes with them 
completely. Then I asked you whether 
his followers were increasing or 
decreasing. You claimed that they were 
increasing. That is the way of true faith 
till it is complete. Then I asked you 
whether you had ever fought with him, 
and you claimed that you had fought 
with him and the battle between you 
and him was undecided and the victory 
was shared by you and him in turns; he 
inflicted casualties upon you and you 
inflicted casualties upon them. Such is 
the case with the Messengers; they are 
put to trials and the final victory is for 
them. Then I asked you whether he had 
ever betrayed; you claimed that he had 
never betrayed. Indeed, Messengers 
never betray. Then I asked you whether 
anyone had said _ this statement before 
him; and you denied that. Thereupon I 
thought if somebody had said that 
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statement before him, then I would 
have said that he was but a man 
copying some sayings which were told 
before him.’” Aba Sufyan = said, 
“Heraclius then asked, me, ‘What does 
he order you to do?’ I said, ‘He orders 
us (to offer) Salat (prayer) and (to pay) 
Zakat and to keep good relationships 
with the kith and kin and to be chaste.’ 
Then Heraclius said, ‘If whatever you 
have said, is true, then he is really a 
Prophet, and I knew that he (i.e. the 
Prophet ,-,.% wy ) was going to 
appear but I never thought that he 
would be from amongst you. If I were 
certain that I can reach him, I would 
like to meet him and if I were with him, 
I would wash his feet; and his kingdom 
will expand (surely) to what is under 
my feet.’ Then Heraclius asked for the 
letter of Allah’s Messenger py ate wi te 
and read it, wherein was written: 


In the Name of Allah, the Most 
Beneficent, the Most Merciful. (This 
letter is) from Muhammad, the 
Messenger of Allah, to Heraclius, the 
sovereign of Byzantine, peace be upon 
him who follows the Right Path. Now 
then, I call you to embrace Islam. 
Embrace Islam and you will be saved 
(from Allah’s Punishment); embrace 
Islam, and Allah will give you a double 
reward, but if you reject this, you will 
be responsible for the sins of all the 
people of your kingdom (Allah’s 
Statement): 


‘O people of the Scripture (Jews and 
Chirstians): Come to a word that is just 
between us and you, that we worship 
none but Allah ... bear witness that we 
are Muslims.’ (V.3:64) 
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When he finished reading the letter, 
voices grew louder near him and there 
was a great hue and cry, and we were 
ordered to go out.” Abd Sufyan added, 
“While coming out, I said to my 
companions, ‘The matter of Ibn Abt 
Kabsha”’ (i.e. Muhammad ,v, us wi 2 ) 
has become so prominent that even the 
king Bandi Al-Asfar is afraid of him.’ 
So I continued to believe that Allah’s 
Messenger ~~, wea te would be 
victorious, till Allah made me embrace 
Islam.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
75, Vol. 6) 


CHAPTER 28. The Battle of Hunain. 


1163. Narrated Abt Ishaq: A man 
asked Al-Bara’, “O Aba ‘Umara! Did 
you all flee on the day (of the battle) of 
Hunain?” He replied, “No, by Allah! 
Allah’s Messenger ,~, ut wi ,1 did not 
flee, but his young unarmed 
companions passed by the archers of 
the tribe of Hawazin and Bani Nasr 
whose arrows hardly missed a target, 
and they threw arrows at them hardly 
missing a shot. So the Muslims 
retreated towards the Prophet L, we wi to 
while he was riding his white mule 
which was being led by his cousin Abi 
Sufyan bin Al-Harith bin ‘Abdul 
Muttalib. The Prophet ., 1. i 
dismounted and invoked Allah for 
victory; then he said, ‘I am the Prophet 
without a lie; I am the son of ‘Abdul 
Muttalib,” and then he arranged his 
companions in rows. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 181, Vol. 4) 
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(H.1162) Aba Kabsha was not the father of the Prophet 4, 4 wi 1. but it was a mockery 


done by Abi Sufy4n out of hostility against the Prophet 1, we wi. . 
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1164. Narrated Abia Ishaq that he 
heard Al-Bara’ narrating when aman 
from Qais (tribe) asked him, “Did you 
flee leaving Allah’s Messenger ate wn 
r~, on the day (of the battle) of 
Hunain?” Al-Bara’ replied, “But 
Allah’s Messenger ,.) is ww ,1. did not 
flee. The people of Hawazin were good 
archers, and when we attacked them, 
they fled. But rushing towards the 
booty, we were confronted by the 
arrows (of the enemy). I saw the 
Prophet ys, wi, riding his white 
mule while Abt Sufyan was holding its 
reins, and the Prophet ., ut wi... was 
saying, “I am the Prophet without a 
lie.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
607, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 29. The Battle of Ta’ if. 


1165. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin ‘Amr 
Luge wis, |’ When Allah’s Messenger 
pig ane ati te besieged Ta’if and could not 
conquer its people, he said, “We will 
return (to Al-Madina) if Allah will.” 
That distressed the companions (of the 
Prophet... wi, ) and they said, 
“Shall we go away without conquering 
it (ie. the Fort of Ta’if)?” Once the 
Prophet j1., we wi Said, “Let us return.” 
Then the Prophet ,.4 wi. said (to 
them). “Fight tomorrow.” They fought 
and (many of them) got wounded, 
whereupon the Prophet ,u, «1 wi 1. said, 
“We will return (to Al-Madina) 
tomorrow if Allah will.” That delighted 
them, Whereupon the Prophet ux wi 
x, Smiled. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 615, Vol. 5) 
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(H.1165) Fath Al-Bari quoted that the narrator was ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar. 
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CHAPTER 32. Removal of the idols 
from around the Ka‘ba. 


1166. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Mas‘tid 
ae wt 2, : The Prophet WL, uw wi. entered 
Makka and (at that time) there were 
three hundred and sixty idols around 
the Ka‘ba. He started stabbing the idols 
with a stick he had in his hand and 
reciting: “Truth (Islamic Monotheism 
or this Qur’4n or Jihdd against 
polytheists) has come and Batil 
(falshood or Satan or polytheism etc.) 
has vanished.” (V.17:81) (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 658, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 34. The Treaty of 
Hudaibiya at Hudaibiya. 


1167. Narrated Al-Bara’ bin ‘Azib 
Ligic otis, : When Allah’s Messenger un 
py swe concluded a peace treaty with the 
people of Hudaibiya, ‘Ali bin Abi Talib 
wisi ,s, Wrote the document and he 
mentioned in it, “Muhammad, the 
Messsenger of Alléh py. wie .” 
Al-Mushrikin"! said, “Don’t write: 
‘Muhammad, the Messenger of Allah, 
for if you were a Messenger we would 
not fight with you.” Allah’s Messenger 
piwy ule oui pte asked “Ali to rub it out, but 
‘Ali said, “I will not be the person to 
rub it out.” Allah’s Messenger at wi 
x; rubbed it out and made peace with 
them on _ the condition that the Prophet 
py ue ai. te and his companions would 
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(') (H.1167) Al-Mushrikin: polytheists, pagans, idolaters, and disbelievers in the Oneness of 
Allah and in His Messenger Muhammad ,1, at a wu. 
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enter Makka and stay there for three 


days, and that they would enter with 
their weapons encased. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 862, Vol. 3) 


1168. Narrated Abi Wa’il: We were 
in Siffin and Sahl bin Hanaif got up and 
said, “O people! Blame yourselves! We 
were with the Prophet .., uw ,.. on the 
day of Hudaibiya, and if we had been 
called to fight, we would have fought. 
But ‘Umar bin Al-Khattéb came and 
said, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! Aren’t we 
on the right path and our opponents on 
the wrong?’ Allah’s Messenger at wt 
p~» said, ‘Yes.’ “Umar said, ‘Aren’t our 
killed persons in Paradise and their’s in 
Hell?’ He said, ‘Yes.’ ‘Umar said, 
‘Then why should we accept hard terms 
in matters concerning our religion? 
Shall we return, before Allah judges 
between us and them?’ Allah’s 
Messenger ,-y a uu said, ‘O Ibn Al- 
Khattab! I am the Messenger of Allah 
and Allah will never degrade me.’ Then 
‘Umar went to Abd Bakr and told him 
the same as he had told the Prophet 
jy ale tt te . On that Aba Bakr said (to 
‘Umar), ‘He is the Messenger of Allah 
and Allah will never degrade him.’ 
Then Surah AI-Fath (i.e. Victory) was 
revealed and Allah’s Messenger wi 
jy) «ue recited it to the end in front of 
‘Umar. On that ‘Umar asked, ‘O 
Allah’s Messenger! Was it (i.e. the 
Hudaibiya Treaty) a victory?’ Allah’s 
Messenger ,-) «4 wt Said, ‘Yes.’” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 406, 
Vol. 4) 
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CHAPTER 37. The Battle of Uhud. 


1169. Narrated Sahl bin Sa‘d « wi 2, 
that he was asked about the wound of 
the Prophet ..,. i, on the day (of 
the battle) of Uhud. He said, “The face 
of the Prophet .L, a: wi. was wounded 
and one of his front teeth was broken 
and the helmet over his head was 
smashed. Fatima 1 ys washed off the 
blood while ‘Ali held water. When she 
saw that bleeding was increasing 
continuously, she burnt a mat (of date- 
palm leaves) till it turned into ashes 
which she put over the wound and thus 
the bleeding ceased.” (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 159, Vol. 4) 


1170. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Mas‘td 
ac wi... : As if ] saw the Prophet wi 
py 42 talking about one of the Prophets 
whose nation had beaten him and 
caused him to bleed, while he was 
cleaning the blood off his face and 
saying, “O Allah! Forgive my nation, 
for they have no knowledge.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 683, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 38. Allah’s Wrath has 
become severe on the man who is 
killed by a Messenger of Allah. 


1171. Narrated Abd Huraira « ws, : 
Allah’s Messenger ju, a wi. (pointing 
to his broken canine tooth) said, 
“Allah’s Wrath has become severe on 
the people who harmed His Prophet. 
Allah’s Wrath has become severe on a 
man who is killed by a Messenger of 
Allah in Allah’s Cause.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 400, Vol. 5) 
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CHAPTER 39. About the harm and 
cruel treatment which the Prophet 
+) « encountered from A/-Mushrikin""! 
and hypocrites. 


1172. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Mas‘tid 
we ui 2, : Once the Prophet pu, ute wi to 
was offering Salat (prayer) at the 
Ka‘ba. Aba Jahl was sitting with some 
of his companions. One of them said to 
the others, “Who amongst you will 
bring the abdominal contents (intestines 
etc.) of a camel of Bani so-and-so and 
put it on the back of Muhammad, when 
he prostrates.” The most unfortunate of 
them got up and brought it. He waited 
till the Prophet , u wi, prostrated 
and then placed it on his back between 
his shoulders. I was watching but could 
not do anything. I wish I had some 
people with me to hold out against 
them. They started laughing and falling 
on one another. Allah’s Messenger 
piwy 4a ai Was in prostration and he did 
not lift his head up till Fatima pu ye 
(Prophet’s daughter) came and threw 
that (camel’s abdominal contents) away 
from his back. He raised his head and 
said thrice, “O Allah! Punish Quraish.” 
So it was hard for Aba Jahl and his 
companions when the Prophet ux wi 
x, invoked Allah against them, as they 
had a conviction that the prayers and 
invocations were accepted in this city 
(Makka).

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do not recall). By Allah in Whose 
Hands my life is, I saw the dead bodies 
of those persons who were counted by 
Allah’s Messenger pv, «1 wi, in the 
Qalib (one of the wells) of Badr. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 241, Vol. 1) 


1173. Narrated ‘Aisha Ux u,,s,, the 
wife of the Prophet ..,.u wi. that she 
asked the Prophet ., ue i, “Have 
you encountered a day harder than the 
day (of the battle) of Uhud?” The 
Prophet 1, we wi 1. replied, “Your tribes 
have troubled me a lot, and the worse 
trouble was the trouble on the day of 
‘Aqaba when I presented myself to Ibn 
Abd-Yalail bin ‘Abd-KulAl and he did 
not respond to my demand. So I 
departed, overwhelmed with excessive 
sorrow, and proceeded on and could 
not relax till I found myself at Qarn- 
ath-Tha‘alib where I lifted my head 
towards the sky to see a cloud shading 
me unexpectedly.

The angel of the 
mountains called upon me and greeted 
me, and then said, ‘O Muhammad! 
Order what you wish. If you like, I wiil 
let Al-Akhshabain (i.e. two mountains) 
fall on them.’ ” The Prophet 2, 4: wo 
said, “No, but I hope that Allah will let 
them beget children who will worship 
Allah Alone, and will worship none 
besides Him.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri,

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1174. Narrated Jundub bin Sufyan ,., 
ue oi : In one of the holy battles a finger 
of Allah’s Messenger .-, 2 wi i (got 
wounded and) bled.

1175. Narrated Jundub bin Sufyan 
wiz ts, : Once Allah’s Messenger a 1.

Muhammad! I think that your Satan has 
forsaken you, for I have not seen him 
with you for two or three nights!” On 
that Allah revealed: ‘By the forenoon 
(after sunrise); and by the night when it 
is still (or darkens); your Lord (O 
Muhammad =.» «4 46) has neither 
forsaken you, nor hated you.’

“The Prophet ,.,.# i, rode on a 
donkey with a saddle, underneath 
which there was a thick soft Fadakiya 
velvet sheet. Usama bin Zaid was his 
companion rider, and he was going to 
pay a visit to Sa‘d bin ‘Ubada (who 
was sick) at the dwelling place of Bani 
Al-Harith bin Al-Khazraj, and this 
incident happened before the battle of 
Badr. The Prophet ., ue wi. passed by 
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a gathering in which there were 
Muslims, Al-Mushriktin, idolaters, and 
Jews, and among them there was 
‘Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salil, and there 
was ‘Abdullah bin Rawdha too. When a 
cloud of dust raised by the animal 
covered that gathering, ‘Abdullah bin 
Ubai covered his nose with his Rida 
(sheet) and said (to the Prophet), ‘Don’t 
cover us with dust.’ The Prophet w 1. 
ps. greeted them and then stopped, 
dismounted and invited them to Allah 
(i.e., to embrace Islam) and also recited 
to them the Holy Qur’an. ‘Abdullah bin 
Ubai bin Salil said, ‘O man! There is 
nothing better than what you say, if 
what you say is the truth. So do not 
trouble us in our gatherings. Go back to 
your mount (or house), and if anyone 
of us comes to you, relate (your tales) 
to him.’ On that ‘Abdullah bin Rawaha 
said, ‘(O Allah’s Messenger!) Come to 
us and bring it (what you want to say) 
in our gatherings, for we love that.’ So 
the Muslims, the Mushrikiin and the 
Jews started quarrelling till they were 
about to fight and clash with one 
another. The Prophet p-, a wi 1 kept on 
quietening them (till they all became 
quiet). He then rode his animal, and 
proceeded till he entered upon Sa‘d bin 
‘Ubada. He said, ‘O Sa‘d, didn’t you 
hear what Aba Habbab said? (He meant 
‘Abdullah bin Ubai) He said so-and- 
so.’ Sa‘d bin ‘Ubada said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! Excuse and forgive him. 
By Allah, Allah has given you what He 
has given you. The people of this town 
decided to crown him (as their chief) 
and make him their king. But when 
Allah prevented that with the Truth 
which He had given you, it choked 
him, and that was what made him 
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behave in the way you saw him 
behaving.’ So the Prophet .-, Ge wi. 
excused him.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 271, Vol. 8) 


1177. Narrated Anas «ec ws, : It was 
said to the Prophet , uw w 2. Would 
that you see ‘Abdullah bin Ubai. So, 
the Prophet , wi. went to him, 
riding a donkey, and the Muslims 
accompanied him, walking on salty, 
barren land. When the Prophet uv wi 
y-, reached ‘Abdullah bin Ubai, the 
latter said, “Keep away from me! By 
Allah, the bad smell of your donkey has 
harmed me.” On that an Ansdri man 
said (to ‘Abdullah), “By Allah! The 
smell of the donkey of Allah’s 
Messenger ,,.% wi, is better than 
your smell.” On that a man from 
‘Abdullaéh’s tribe got angry for 
‘Abdullah’s sake, and the two men 
abused each other which caused the 
friends of the two men to get angry, 
and the two groups started fighting with 
sticks, shoes and hands. We were 
informed that the following Divine 
Verse was revealed (in this concern): 
“If two parties or groups from among 
the believers fall into fighting, then 
make peace between them both....” 
(V.49:9) (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
856, Vol. 3)

1178. Narrated Anas «wi ,s,: On the 
day of (the battle of) Badr, the Prenhet 
pov ule ai gte Said, “Who will go and see 
what has happened to Abi Jahl.”

Narrated Jabir bin ‘Abdullah 
Lage wt 2, : Allah’s Messenger puy ate wi jbo 
said, ‘““Who will kill Ka‘b bin Al-Ashraf 
who has hurt Allah and His 
Messenger?” Thereupon Muhammad 
bin Maslama got up saying, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! Would you like that I kill 
him?” The Prophet ,., uw: wi, said, 
“Yes.” Muhammad bin Maslama said, 
“Then allow me to say a thing (i.e. to 
deceive Ka‘b).” The Prophet wu, ute wi 
said, “You may say it.” Then 
Muhammad bin Maslama went to Ka‘b 
and said, “That man (i.e. Muhammad 
piwy ale cui gin) demands Sadaga from us, 
and he has troubled us, and I have 
come to borrow something from you.” 
On that, Ka‘b said, “By Allah, you will 
get tired of him!” Muhammad bin 
Maslama_ said, “Now as we have 
followed him, we do not want to leave 
him unless and until we see how his 
end is going to be. Now we want you to 
lend us a camel load or two of food.” 
(Some difference between narrators 
about a camel load or two.) Ka‘b said, 
“Yes, (1 will lend you), but you should 
mortgage something to me.” 
Muhammad bin Maslama and _ his 
companion said, “What do you want?” 
Ka‘b replied, “Mortgage your women 
to me?” They said, “How can we 
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mortgage our women to you, and you 
are most handsome of the Arabs?” 
Ka‘b said, “Then mortgage your sons 
to me.” They said, “How can we 
mortage our sons to you? Later they 
would be abused by people’s saying 
that so-and-so has been mortgage for a 
camel load of food. That would cause 
us great disgrace, but we will mortgage 
our weapons to you.” Muhammad bin 
Maslama and his companion promised 
Ka‘b that they or he (Muhammmad bin 
Maslama) would return to him. He 
came to Ka‘b at night along with 
Ka‘b’s foster brother (milk suckling 
brother), Aba Na’ila. Ka‘b invited them 
to come into his fort and then he went 
down to them. His wife asked, “Where 
are you going at this time?” Ka’b 
replied, “None but Muhammad bin 
Maslama and my (foster) brother Aba 
Na’ila have come.” His wife said, “T 
hear a voice as if blood is dropping 
from him.” Ka‘b said, “They are none 
but my brother Muhammad bin 
Maslama and my foster brother Abia 
Na’ ila. A generous man should respond 
to a call at night even if invited to be 
killed.” Muhammad bin Maslama went 
with two mem. (Some narrators 
mention the men as Abd ‘Abs bin Jabr, 
Al-Harith bin Ats and ‘Abbad bin 
Bishr.) So Muhammad bin Maslama 
went in together with two men, and 
said to them, “When Ka‘b comes, I will 
touch his hair and smell it, and when 
you see that I have got hold of hi~ head, 
strike him. I will let you smell his 
head.” (The  subnarrator also 
mentioned) that Muhammad bin 
Maslama_ said to his companions, “I 
will let you smell his head.” Ka‘b bin 
Al-Ashraf came down to them, 
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wrapped in his clothes, and diffusing 
perfume. Muhammad bin Maslama 
said, “I have never smelt a better scent 
than this.” Ka‘b replied, “I have got the 
best Arab women who know how to 
use the high class of perfume.” 
Muhammad bin Maslama requested 
Ka‘b, “Will you allow me to smell your 
head?” Ka‘b said, “Yes.” Muhammad 
smelt it and made his companions smell 
it as well. Then he requested Ka‘b 
again, “Will you let me (smell your 
head)?” Ka‘b said, “Yes.” When 
Muhammad got a strong hold of him, 
he said (to his companions), “Get at 
him!” So they killed him and went to 
the Prophet »,.. wi, and informed 
him. (Sahih Al-Bukhdari, Hadith No. 
369, Vol. 5)

1180. (Narrated ‘Abdul ‘Aziz) Anas 
wis i.-s, Said: When Allah’s Messenger 
py 4de alll to invaded Khaibar, we offered 
the Fajr prayer there (early in the 
morning) when it was still dark. Allah’s 
Prophet 1, ae wi 2» rode and Abii Talha 
rode too and I was riding behind Aba 
Talha. Allah’s Prophet ,—, 1 0 ,. 
passed through the lanes of Khaibar 
quickly and my knee was touching the 
thigh of Allah’s Prophet ,,.1 wi ye. 
Then his thigh was uncovered by the 
shift of his Jzar (waist sheet) and I saw 
the whiteness of the thigh of Allah’s 
Prophet ., us wi te . When he entered 
the town, he said, “Allahu Akbar! 
Khaibar is ruined. Whenever we 
approach near a (hostile) nation (to 
fight) then evil will be the morning of 
those who have been warned.” He 
repeated this thrice. The people came 
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out for their jobs and some of them 
said, ‘Muhammad (has come) along 
with his army.” (Anas) said, “We 
conquered Khaibar, took the captives 
and the booty was collected.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 367, Vol. 1) 


1181. Narrated Salama bin Al-Akwa‘ 
aie wl 2): We went out to Khaibar in the 
company of the Prophet uw. wiv. 
While we were proceeding at night, a 
man from the group said to ‘Amir, “O 
‘Amir! Won’t you let us hear your 
poetry?” ‘Amir was a poet, so he got 
down and started reciting for the people 
poetry that kept pace with the camels’ 
footsteps saying: 


“O Allah! Without You we would not 
have been guided on the Right Path; 
neither would we have given Sadaqa 
(in charity), nor would we have offered 
Saldt (prayer). So please forgive us, 
what we have committed (i.e. our sins); 
let all of us be sacrificed for Your 
Cause and send Sakina (i.e. tranquillity 
and calmness) upon us. To make our 
feet firm when we meet our enemy, and 
if they will call us towards an unjust 
thing, we will refuse. The infidels have 
made hue and cry to ask others’ help 
against us.” 


The Prophet ,., 1 wi. on that, asked, 
“Who is that (camel) driver (reciting 
poetry)?” The people said, “He is 
‘Amir bin Al-Akwa’. Then the Prophet 
piwy ule alt! we Said, “May Allah bestow His 
Mercy on him.” A man amongst the 
people said, “O Allah’s Prophet! Has 
(martyrdom) been granted to him.” 
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‘Amir would be granted martyrdom. 
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Would that you let us enjoy his 
company longer.” Then we reached and 
besieged Khaibar till we were afflicted 
with severe hunger. Then Allah yu: 
helped the Muslims conquer it (i.e. 
Khaibar). In the evening of the day of 
the conquest of the city, the Muslims 
made huge fires. The Prophet us wi. 
pr.» Said, “What are these fires? For 
cooking what you are making the fire?” 
The people replied, “(For cooking) 
meat.” He asked, “What kind of meat?” 
They (i.e. people) said, “The meat of 
donkeys.” The Prophet .., wt wi. said, 
“Throw: away the meat and break the 
pots!” Some man said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! Shall we throw away the 
meat and wash the pots instead?” He 
said, “(Yes, you can do) that too.” So 
when the army files were arranged in 
rows (for the clash), ‘Amir’s sword was 
short and he aimed at the leg of a Jew 
to strike it, but the sharp blade of the 
sword returned to him and injured his 
own knee, and that caused him to die. 
When they returned from the battle, 
Allah’s Messenger ,u., ou 0,16 saw me 
(in a sad mood). He took my hand and 
said, “What is bothering you?” I 
replied, “Let my father and mother be 
sacrificed for you! The people say that 
the deeds of ‘Amir are lost.” The 
Prophet j., ais wi io said, “Whoever says 
so is mistaken, for ‘Amir has got a 
double reward.” The Prophet ,2, ate wi to 
raised two fingers and added, “He (i.e. 
‘Amir) was a_ persevering struggler in 
the Cause of Alllah, and there are few 
Arabs who achieved the like of that 
which (i.e. good deeds) ‘Amir had 
done.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
509, Vol. 5)

1182. Narrated Al-Bara’ « wi ,s,: On 
the day (of the battle) of Al-Ahzab (i.e.

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Bakr, and Umm Sulaim both lifting 
their dresses up so that I was able to see 
the ornaments of their legs, and they 
were carrying the water-skins on their 
arms to pour water into the mouths of 
the thirsty people and then go back and 
fill them and come to pour water into 
the mouths of the people again. (On 
that day) Abd Talha’s sword fell from 
his hand twice or thrice. (Sahih

Hand Muhammad’s soul is, none of 
you will steal anything of it (i.e. Zakat)

has been a camel, he will bring it (over 
his neck) while it will be grunting; and 
if it has been a sheep, he will bring it

used for hunting). He replied, “If the 
game is hit by its sharp edge, eat it, and 
if it is hit by its broad side, do not eat it, 
for it has been beaten to death.” I 
asked, “O Allah’s Messenger! I release 
my hound by mentioning the Name of 
Allah and find with it at the game, 
another hound on which I have not 
mentioned the Name of Allah, and I do 
not know which one of them caught the 
game.” Allah’s Messenger p+, ose ui 
said (to him), “Don’t eat it, as you have 
mentioned the Name of Allah on your 
hound and not on the other hound.”

But if the 
hound eats of it, then you should not 
eat thereof, for the hound has caught it 
for itself. And if alongwith your hound, 
other hounds also joins and Allah’s 
Name was not mentioned at the time of 
their sending, and they catch a game 
and kill it, you should not eat of it, for 
you will not know which of them has 
killed the game. And if you have 
thrown an arrow at the game and then 
find it (dead) two or three days later 
and, it bears no mark other than the 
wound inflicted by your arrow, then 
you can eat of it.

Al-Khushanit cs wi,2, : I said, “O 
Allah’s Prophet! We are living in a 


land ruled by the people of the 
Scripture; Can we take our meals in 
their utensils? In that land there is 
plenty of game and I hunt the game 
with my bow and with my hound that is 
not trained and with my trained hound 
(as well). Then what is lawful for me to 
eat?”

Then the sea 
threw out an animal (i.e. a fish) called 
Al-‘Anbar and we ate of that for half-a- 
month, and rubbed its fat on our bodies 
till our bodies returned to their orginal 
state (i.e. became strong and healthy). 
Abii ‘Ubaida took one of its ribs, fixed 
it on the ground; then he went to the 
tallest man of his companions (to let 
him pass under the rib). [Once Sufyan 
said, “He took a rib from its parts and 
fixed it, and then took a man and camel 
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and they passed from underneath it 
(without touching it).]” Jabir added: 
There was a man amongst the people 
who slaughtered three camels and then 
slaughtered another three camels and 
then slaughtered other three camels, 
and then Abt ‘Ubaida forbade him to 
do so. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
647, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 5. Prohibition of eating 
donkey’s meat. 


1262. Narrated ‘Ali bin Abi Talib ,., 
asi: One the day of (the battle of) 
Khaibar, Allah’s Messenger py ate wi to 
forbade the Mut‘a (i.e. temporary 
marriage) and the eating of donkey- 
meat. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No.

(meat) towards me and ate it while 
Allah’s Messenger py 1 2 Was 
looking at me.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 303, Vol. 7) 


1274. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas uc w 2, : 
My aunt Umm Hufaid, sent some dried 
yoghurt (butter free), ghee (butter) and 
mastigure to the Prophet .., a wi 1. as a 
gift. The Prophet 1,2. ate the 
dried yoghurt and butter but left the 
mastigure because he disliked it. Ibn 
‘Abbas said, “The mastigure was eaten 
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at the table of Allah’s Messenger wi 
py ate and if it had been illegal to eat, it 
could not have been eaten at the table 
of Allah’s Messenger ,Ly ew...” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 749, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 8. It is permissible to eat 
locusts. 


1275. Narrated Ibn Abi Aufa ue a 2, : 
We participated with the Prophet w . 
py aue in SIX or seven Ghazwat (holy 
battles). and we used to eat locusts with 
him. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
403, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 9. It is permissible to eat 
rabbit (hare). 


1276. Narrated Anas wis, : We 
provoked a rabbit at Mar-az-Zahran till 
it started jumping and the people ran 
after it but were exhausted. I 
overpowered and caught it, and gave it 
to Abi Talha who slaughtered it and 
sent its hip or two thighs to Allah’s 
Messenger ,-, «4 wi 16. (The narrator 
confirms that he sent two thighs.) The 
Prophet W., ue uw i. accepted that. (The 
subnarrator asked Anas, “Did the 
Prophet ,., te 1. eat from it?” Anas 
replied, “He ate from it.”) (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 746, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 10. It is permissible to 
make use of things necessary for 
hunting and chasing, but the use of 
stones (pebbles) is disapproved. 


1277. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin 
Maghaffal « 1,2, that he saw a man 
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throwing stones with two fingers (at 
something) and said to him, “Do not 
throw stones, for Allah’s Messenger 
pws eve tite has forbidden throwing 
stones, or he used to dislike it.” 
‘Abdullah added: Throwing stone will 
neither hunt a game, nor kill (or hurt) 
an enemy, but it may break a tooth or 
gouge out an eye.” Afterwards 
‘Abdullah once again saw the man 
throwing stones. He said, to him, “I tell 
you that Allah’s Messenger py ate wt Wo 
has forbidden or disliked throwing 
stones (in such a way), yet you are 
throwing stones! I shall not talk to you 
for such and such a period.” (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 388, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 12. It 
shoot at an animal that is caged or 
tied, with an arrow or something 
else. 


1278. Narrated Anas uw ,2, : The 
Prophet ,., ue 1 ,te has forbidden the 
shooting of tied or confined animals.

“Who has done this? The Prophet w 
yews cursed the one who did so.”

CHAPTER 1. Time for slaughtering 
sacrifices. 


1280. Narrated Jundab — ui ,:,: On 
the day of Nahr the Prophet ., at a! 5. 
offered Saldt (prayer) and delivered the 


Khutba_ (religious talk) and _ then 
slaughtered the sacrifice and said, 
“Anybody who - slaughtered (his 


sacrifice) before he offered Salat should 
slaughter another animal in lieu of it, 
and the one who has not yet slaughtered 
should slaughter the sacrifice 
mentioning Allah’s Name on it.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 101, Vol. 2) 


1281. Narrated Al-Bara’ bin ‘Azib ,., 
tege i: An uncle of mine called Abi 
Burda, slaughtered his sacrifice before 
the ‘Eid prayer. So Allah’s Messenger 
piu ale atl te Said to him, “Your (slaughtered) 
sheep was just mutton (not a 
sacrifice).” Aba Burda said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! I have got a domestic kid.” 
The Prophet ,u, a wi.» said, “Slaughter 
it (as a sacrifice) but it will not be 
permissible for anybody other than 
you.” The Prophet ji. wi. added, 
“Whoever slaughtered his sacrifice 
before the (‘Eid) prayer, he only 
slaughtered for himself, and whoever 
slaughtered it after the ( ‘Eid) prayer, he 
offered his sacrifice properly and 
followed the Sunna (legal ways) of the 
Muslims.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 463, Vol. 7) 


1282. Narrated Anas uw ,s, : The 
Prophet j,i ,1. said, “Whoever 
slaughtered (his sacrifice) before the 
(‘Eid) prayer, should slaughter again.” 
A man stood up and said, “This is the 
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day on which one has desire for meat,” 
and he mentioned something about his 
neighbours. It seemed that the Prophet 
py ute wt te believed him. Then the same 
man added, “I have a young she goat 
which is dearer to me than the meat of 
two sheep.” The Prophet 5 ut wi .1 
permitted him to slaughter it as a 
sacrifice. I do not know whether that 
permission was vaild only for him or 
for others as well. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 74, Vol. 2) 


1283. Narrated ‘Ugba bin ‘Amir w ,2, 
uz that the Prophet w, w wi . had given 
him sheep to distribute among his 
companions and a male kid was left 
(after the distribution). When he 
informed the Prophet ., ut wi, of it, 
he said (to him), “Offer it as a sacrifice 
on your behalf.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 497, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 3. Preference of slaughtering 
the sacrifice with one’s own hand 
mentioning Allah’s Name and Takbir 
(Bismillah Allah-o-Akbar), without 
deputizing someone else. 


1284. Narrated Anas ws .0,2, : The 
Prophet ji, wt wi te Offered as sacrifices, 
two horned rams, black and white in 
colour. He slaughtered them with his 
own hands and mentioned Allah’s 
Name over them and said TJakbir 
(Bismillah Allah-o-Akbar) and put his 
foot on their sides. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 472, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 4. It is allowed to 
slaughter the animal with anything 
which makes its blood flow, except 
tooth, nail and bone. 


1285. Narrated RAfi‘ bin Khadij  ,., 
ae : Isaid, “O Allah’s Messenger! We 
are going to face the enemy tomorrow, 
and we do not have knives.” He said, 
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“Hurry up (in slaughtering the animal). 
If the slaughtering tool causes blood to 
flow out, and if Allah’s Name is 
mentioned, eat (of the slaughtered 
animal). But do not slaughter with a 
tooth or fingernails. I am telling you 
why: As for the tooth, it is a bone; and 
as for the fingernails, it is the knife of 
Ethiopians.” Then we got some camels 
and sheep as war booty, and one of 
those camels ran away, whereupon a 
man shot it with an arrow and stopped 
it. Allah’s Messenger , « wi 1. said, 
“Of these camels there are some which 
are as wild as wild beasts, so if one of 
them (runs away and) makes you tired, 
treat it in this manner.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 417, Vol. 7) 


1286. Narrated ‘Abaya bin Rafa‘a bin 
Rafi‘ bin Khadij : My 
grandfather said, “We were in the 
company of the Prophet 2, ue wi at 


ais 4! 8) 


Dhul-Hulaifa. The people were struck 


with hunger and captured some camels 
and sheep (as booty). The Prophet w 
py ve Was behind the people. They 
hurried and slaughtered the animals and 
put their meat in pots and started 
cooking it. (When the Prophet ot wi 
x, came) he ordered the pots to be 
upset’ and then he distributed the 
‘animals (of the booty) regarding ten 
sheep as equal to one camel. One of the 
camels fled and the people ran after it 
till they were exhausted. At that time 
there were few horses. A man shot an 
arrow at the camel, and Allah stopped 
the camel with it. The Prophet ww wi 
p-, said, “Some of these animals are like 
wild animals, so if you lose control 
over one of these animals, treat it in 
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: (H.1286) The Prophet .,..0 ,. did not agree to their slaughtering the ahimals of the 
booty before distributing them among the soldiers. 
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this way (i.e. shoot it with an arrow).” 
My grandfather added, “We are afraid 
that we may meet the enemy tomorrow 
and have no knives; [we asked the 
Prophet p., wt wi. ]: ‘Can we slaughter 
the animals with reeds?’ ” The Prophet 
piv ule ui gto Said, “Use whatever causes 
blood to flow, and eat the animals if the 
Name of Allah has been mentioned on 
slaughtering them. Do not slaughter 
with teeth or fingernails, and I will tell 
you why: It is because teeth are bones. 
(i.e. cannot cut properly) and 
fingernails are the tools used by the 
Ethiopians (whom we _ should not 
imitate for they are infidels).” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 668, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 5. It was not allowed to 
eat the meat of sacrifices for more. 
than three days at the beginning of 
Islam, but this order was abrogated 
and now it is allowed. 


1287. Narrated Salim ui ,2, : 
‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar Us wis, said, 
“Allah’s Messenger ,., ut i 1 said, 
‘Eat of the meat of sacrifices (of ‘Eid- 
al-Adha) for three days.’ When 
‘Abdullah departed from Mina, he used 
to eat (bread with) oil, lest he should 
eat of the meat of Hadi (which is 
regarded as unlawful after the three 
days of the ‘Eid). (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 

Hadith No. 480, Vol. 7) 


1288. Narrated ‘Aisha Ys ,2,: We 
used to salt some of the meat of 
sacrifice and present it to the Prophet 
ping dale all glo at Al-Madina. Once he said, 
“Do not eat (of that meat) for more then 
three days.” That was not a final order, 
but (that year) he wanted us to feed of 
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it to others, Allah knows better. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 477, Vol. 7) 


1289. Narrated Jabir bin ‘Abdullah 
Lagie aw 5, : We never ate the meat of the 
Budn of Mina for more than three days. 
Later, the Prophet »., 1 0. gave us 
permission by saying: “Eat and take 
(meat) with you.” So we ate (some) and 
took (some) with us. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 777, Vol. 2) 


1290. Narrated Salama bin Al-Akwa‘ 
Logis its) The Prophet ,1, ue wt w Said, 
“Whoever has slaughtered a sacrifice 
should not keep anything of its meat 
after three days.” When it was the next 
year the people said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! Shall we do as we did last 
year?” He said, “Eat of it and feed of it 
to others and store of it, for in that year 


the people were having a hard time and. 


I wanted you to help (the needy).” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 476, 
Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 6. Al-Far‘a' and AI- 
‘Attra 


1291. Narrated Abi Huraira wi ,s,: 
The Prophet .., . wi. said, “Neither 
Far‘a nor ‘Atira (is permissible).” Al-Fara‘ 
was the first offspring (of camels or 
sheep) which the pagans used to offer 
(as a sacrifice) to their idols. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 382, Vol. 7) 
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(Ch.6) Al-Far‘a may mean one of three things: (a) The first offspring of camels or sheep 


which the people of the Pre-Islamic Era used to offer to their idols. (b) A sacrifice which 
they used to offer when one’s camels became of the number one wished them to be. (c) A 
meal given on the occasion of the birth of camels. 


2 (Ch.6) Al-‘Atira was a sacrifice which the pagans used to offer to their idols during the 


month of Rajab.

CHAPTER 1. Prohibition of alcoholic 
liquors, may it be prepared from 
grapes, raisin, ripe and unripe dates, 
and other things which may 
intoxicate. 


1292. Narrated ‘Ali ow ,2,: I gota 
she-camel in my share of the war booty 
on the day (of the battle) of Badr, and 
the Prophet ,-, 1 0. had given me a 
she-camel from the Khumus. When I 
intended to marry Fatima, the daughter 
of Allah’s Messenger ,L, + wi t , I had 


an appointment with a goldsmith from. 


the tribe of Bani Qainuqa‘ to go with 
me to bring IJdhkhir (i.e. grass of 
pleasant smell) and sell it to the 
goldsmiths and spend its price on my 
wedding party. I was collecting for my 
she-camels, equipment of saddles, 
sacks and ropes while my two she- 
camels were kneeling down beside the 
room of an Ansdri man. I returned after 
collecting whatever I collected, to see 
the humps of my two she-camels cut 
off and their flanks cut open and some 
portion of their livers was taken out. 
When I saw that state of my two she- 
camels, I could not help weeping. I 
asked, “Who has done this?” The 
people replied, “Hamza bin ‘Abdul- 
Muttalib who is staying with some 
Ansé@ri drunks in this house.” I went 
away till I reached the Prophet qs wi 
+, and Zaid bin Haritha was with him. 
The Prophet ., 0,1 noticed the 
effect of what I had suffered on my 
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face so the Prophet s,s wv. asked, 
“What is wrong with you?” I replied, 
“Allah’s Messenger ju. a wi ! I have 
never seen such a day as today. Hamza 
attacked my two she-camels, cut off 
their humps, and ripped open their 
flanks, and he is sitting there in a house 
in the company of some drunks.” The 
Prophet ., 1 wi» then asked for his 
covering sheet, put it on, and set out 
walking, followed by me and Zaid bin 
Haritha till he came to the house where 
Hamza was. He asked permission to 
enter, and they allowed him, and they 
were drunk. Allah’s Messenger uv w 
4, started rebuking Hamza for what he 
had done, but Hamza was drunk and his 
eyes were red. Hamza looked at Allah’s 
Messenger ji). 0,12 and then he 
raised his eyes, looking at his knees, 
then he raised up his eyes looking at his 
umbilicus, and again he raised up his 
eyes looking at his face. Hamza then 
said, “Aren’t you (all) but the slaves of 
my father?” Allah’s Messenger ate wi 
x, realised that he was drunk, so 
Allah’s Messenger ,., we wt. retreated, 
and we went out with him. (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 324, Vol. 4) 


1293. Narrated Anas ww ,s,: ] was 
the butler in the house of Abi Talha, 
and _ in those days drinks were prepared 
from dates. Allah’s Messenger wi 
x» ordered somebody to announce that

alcoholic drinks had been prohibited. 
Abi Talha ordered me to go out and 
spill the wine. I went out and spilled it, 
and it flowed in the streets of Al- 
Madina. Some people said, “Some 
people were killed and wine was still in 
their stomachs.” On that the Divine 
revelation came: ‘Those who believe 
and do righteous good deeds, there is 
no sin for what they ate (in the past)...’ 
(V.5:93) (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
644, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 5. It is disliked to 
prepare Nabidh by mixing dry 
grapes (raisin) and dates. 


1294. Narrated Jabir u wis, : The 
Prophet ,1y te wt A» forbade the drinking 
of alcoholic drinks prepared from 
raisins, dates, unripe dates and fresh 
ripe dates. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 506, Vol. 7) 


1295. Narrated Abi Qatdda « wi ,s, : 
The Prophet .,.1 i, forbade the 
mixing of ripe and unripe dates and 
also the mixing of dates and raisins (for 
preparing a syrup) but the syrup of each 
kind of fruit should be prepared 
separately. (One may have such drinks 
as long as it is fresh.) (Sahih AI- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 507, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 6. It is forbidden to 
prepare Nabidh in vessels called Al- 
Muzaffat, Ad-Dubba’, Al-Hantam and 
An-Nagir' and the fact that this 
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om (Ch.6) Ad-Dubbé’, Al-Muzzaffat, Al-Hantam and An-Nagir are four different containers in 
which wine used to be prepared. Ad-Dubbd’ is the empty skin of gourd; A/-Muzzaffat is a 
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Nabidh drinking order was 
abrogated and today it is legal to 
drink it as long as it does not turn 
into intoxicant.

Then she brought out 
to him (i.e. the Prophet ,., we w . ) the 
dough, and he put some saliva of his in 
it and invoked for Allah’s Blessings in 
it. Then he proceeded towards our 
earthenware meat-pot and put some 
saliva of his in it and invoked for 
Allah’s Blessings in it. Then he said (to 
my wife), “Call a lady-baker to bake 
along with you and keep on taking out 
scoops from your earthenware meat- 
pot, and do not put it down from its 
fireplace.” They were one-thousand 
(who took their meals), and by Allah, 
they all ate, and when they left the food 
and went away, our earthenware pot 
was still bubbling (full of meat) as if it 
had not decreased, and our dough was 
still being backed as if nothing had 
been taken from it. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri,

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them ate their fill, and they were 
seventy or eighty men.

The Prophet ,, wt 01 1. ordered that its 
liver and other abdominal organs be 
roasted. By Allah, the Prophet ww .. 
j» gave every person of the one- 
hundred-and-thirty, a piece of that; he 
gave to all those of them who were 
present; and kept the shares of those 
who were absent. The Prophet ut w - 
-, then put its meat in two huge basins 
and all of them ate to their fill, and 
even then more food was left in the two 
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basins which were carried on the camel 
(or said something like it). (Sahih 
Al-BukhGri, Hadith No. 787, Vol. 3) 


1332. Narrated Aba Uthman « wi |, : 
Abdur Rahman bin Abi Bakr ux ws, 
said, “The As-Suffa companions were 
poor people and the Prophet 1. ate wi Wo 
said, “Whoever has food for two 
persons should take a third one from 
them (As-Suffa companions). And 
whosoever has food for four persons he 
should take one or two from them.” 
Abia Bakr . . 2, took three men and 
the Prophet w, ws wi. took ten of them. 
(‘Abdur Rahman added:) My father, 
my mother and I were there (in the 
house). (The subnarrator is in doubt 
whether ‘Abdur Rahman also said, 
“My wife and our servant who was 
common for both my house and Abi 
Bakr’s house”). Abd Bakr ce wi ,s, took 
his supper with the Prophet ,., qe w Wo 
and remained there till the ‘Isha’ prayer 
was offered. Abi Bakr u wis, went 
back and stayed with the Prophet wi 
pivy ute till the Prophet p., «te wi 1. took his 
meal and then Abad Bakr wwi,., 
returned to his house after a long 
portion of the night had passed. Aba 
Bakr’s wife said, “What detained you 
from your guests (or guest)?” He said, 
“Have you not served them yet?” She 
said, “They refused to eat unless you 
come. The food was served for them 
but they refused.” (‘Abdur Rahman 
added:) “I went away and hid myself 
(being afraid of Aba Bakr) and in the 
meantime he (Abi Bakr) called me, “O 
Ghunthar (a harsh word)!”, and also 
called me bad names and abused me 
and then said, ‘Eat! No welcome for 
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you. Then (the supper was served). Aba 
Bakr « ws, took an oath that he would 
not eat that food. (The narrator added:) 
By Allah, whenever any one of us 
(myself and the guests of As-Suffa 
companions) took anything from the 
food, it increased from underneath. We 
all ate to our fill and the food was more 
than it was before its serving. Abi Bakr 
looked at it (the food) and found it as it 
was before serving or even more than 
that. He addressed his wife, (saying) 
“O the sister of Bani Firas! What is 
this?” She said, “O the pleasure of my 
eyes! The food is now three times more 
than it was before.” Abi Bakr ate from 
it and said, “That (oath) was from 
Satan,” meaning his oath (not to eat). 
Then he took a morsel (mouthful) from 
it and then took the rest of it to the 
Prophet .., ut wt . So that meal was 
with the Prophet ., wt wi. . There was 
a treaty between us and some people 
and when the period of that treaty had 
elapsed, the Prophet py «1 wi 1» divided 
us into twelve (groups) (the Prophet’s 
companions), each being headed by a 
man. Allah knows how many men were 
under the command of each (leader). 
So all of them (12 groups) ate of that 
meal (or said something like that). 
(Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 576, 
Vol. 1) 


CHAPTER 33. The superiority of 
sharing even small quantities of food, 
and the food of two persons is 
sufficient for three. 


1333. Narrated Abd Huraira « wi ,s,:

1339. Narrated ‘Abdur Rahman bin 
Abi Laila . us, : We were sitting in 
the company of Hudhaifa who asked 
for water and a Magian brought him 
water. But when he placed the cup in 
his hand, he threw it at him and said, 
“Had I not forbidden him to do so more 
than once or twice.” He wanted to say, 
“I would not have done so,” adding, 
“But I heard the Prophet wae ui 
saying, ‘Do not wear silk or Dibdj, and 
do not drink in silver or golden vessels, 
and do not eat in plates of such metals, 
for such things are for the disbelievers 
in this worldly life and for us in the 
Hereafter.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith

Later on similar 
cloaks were given to Allah’s 
Messenger ,,.u wi. and he gave one 
of them to ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab w ,., 
ae . On that ‘Umar said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! You have given me this 
cloak although on the cloak of ‘Utdrid 
(a cloak merchant who was selling that 
silken cloak at the gate of the mosque) 
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you passed such and such a remark.” 
Allah’s Messenger ,., 4 wu. replied, 
“T have not given you this to wear.” 
And so ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab « uw 2, 
gave it to his pagan brother in Makka to 
wear. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
11, Vol. 2) 


1341. Narrated Abd ‘Uthman An- 
Nahdi «se wis, : While we were with 
‘Utba bin Fargad at Adharbijan, there 
came ‘Umar’s letter indicating that 
Allah’s Messenger ,~, 1 wi, had 
forbidden the use of silk except this 
much, then he pointed with his index 
and middle fingers. To our knowledge, 
by that he meant embroidery. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 718, Vol. 7) 


1342. Narrated ‘Ali ws, : The 
Prophet 12,12 gave me a silken 
dress as a gift and I wore it. When I 
saw the signs of anger on his face, I cut 
it into pieces and distributed it among 
my wives.”

Narrated Anas bin Malik wis, 
ws : The Prophet «wi. said, 
“Whoever wears silk in this world, 
shall not wear it in the Hereafter.”

1344, Narrated ‘Ugba bin ‘Amir a ,s, 
as : The Prophet pu, we wi. was given a 
silken Farrtij as a present. He wore it 
while offering Salat (prayer). When he 
had finished his Salat, he took it off 
violently as if with a strong aversion to 
it and said, “It is not the dress of Al- 
Mutagqiin: [means pious and righteous 
persons who fear Allah 5-,;+ much 
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(abstain from all kinds of sins and evil 
deeds which He has forbidden) and 
love Allah 4,3. much (perform all 
kinds of good deeds which He has 
ordained)].

He replied, “The 
Hibra (a kind of Yemenese cloth) 
clothes.”

CHAPTER 6. To be modest in 
wearing garments and to suffice with 
the coarse ones of them in moderate 
number and to take the cheap ones of 
garments, carpets, beds etc., and it is 
allowed to wear clothes made of 
camel’s hair etc., and whatever they 
may have of marks.

Adhén in the ear of a baby etc., and giving a name to the child, and ‘Aqiga is the 
sacrificing of one or two sheep on the occasion of the birth of a child, as a token of 
gratitude to Allah (two sheep for a male child and one sheep for a female child). 
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child to the Prophet .,. wi, and 
Umm Sulaim sent some dates along 
with the child. The Prophet .L, a wi 1. 
took the child (on his lap) and asked if 
there was something with him. They 
replied, “Yes, a few dates.” The 
Prophet 1. we wi. took a date, chewed 
it, took some of it out of his mouth, put 
it into the child’s mouth and did Tahnik 
for him with that, and named him 
‘Abdullah.

Allah’s Messenger ,, uw wi Wo noticed 
that I felt shy, so he proceeded. I came 
to Az-Zubair and said, “I met Allah’s 
Messenger py. 0,1» while I was 
carying a load of date-stones on my 
head, and he had some companions 
with him. He made his camel kneel 
down so that I might ride, but I felt shy 
in his presence and remembered your 
sense of Ghira'l’. On that Az-Zubair 
said, “By Allah, your carrying the 
date-stones (and you being seen by the 
Prophet ., a ,t in such a state) is 
more shameful to me than your riding 
with him.” (I continued serving in this 
way) till Abad Bakr sent me a servant to 
look after the horse, whereupon I felt as 
if he had set me free (manumitted me).

He 
then said to them, “Leave me now,” 
and added, “Call for me the old people 
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of Quraish who emigrated in the year 
of the conquest of Makka.” I called 
them and they gave a unanimous 
opinion saying, “We advise that you 
return with the people and not take 
them to that (place) of epidemic.” So 
‘Umar made an announcement, “I will 
ride back to Al-Madina in the morning, 
so you should do the same.” Abi 
‘Ubaida bin Al-Jarrah said (to ‘Umar), 
“Are you running away from what 
Allah had ordained?” ‘Umar said, 
“Would that someone else had said 
such a thing, O Abd ‘Ubaida! Yes, we 
are running from what Allah had 
ordained to what Allah has ordained.

The King of Aila senta 
white mule and a sheet for wearing to 
the Prophet ,., uw: wi J. as a present, and 
wrote to the Prophet w., 4 w 2 that his 
people would stay in their place (and 
will pay Jizya taxation.)'’ When the 
Prophet ,,. ui reached WaAdi-al- 
Qura he asked that woman how much 
her garden had yielded. She said, “Ten 
Awsugq,” and that was what Allah’s 
Messenger ,., 4 i,t had estimated. 
Then the Prophet »-,.% wij. said, “I 
want to reach Al-Madina quickly, and 
whoever among you wants to 
accompany me, should hurry up.” The 
subnarrator Ibn Bakkar said something 
which meant: When the Prophet wi. 
pig ave SAW Al-Madina he said, “This is 
Taba.” And when he saw the mountain 
of Uhud, he said, “This mountain loves 
us and we love it. Shall I tell you of the 
best of the families of the Ansar?” 
They replied in the affirmative. He 
said, “The family of Bani An-Najjar, 
and then the family of Bani ‘Abdul 
Ashhal, then the family of Bani Sa‘ida 
or Bani Al-Harith bin Al-Khazraj. (The 
above-mentioned are the best) but there 
is goodness in all the families of 
AnsGr.” Sa‘d bin ‘Ubada followed us 
and said, “O Abia Usaid! Don’t you see 
that the Prophet ., 1 .w . compared 
the Ansdr and made us the last of them 
in superiority?” Then Sa‘d met the 
Prophet 1. we wi and said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! In comparing the Ansar 
families as to the degree of superiority, 
you have made us the last of them.” 
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' (H.1469) Jizya is a head tax imposed by Islam on the people of Scripture and other people 
who have a revealed Book when they are under Muslim rule. 
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Allah’s Messenger ,, os w! 1 replied, 
“Isn’t it sufficient that you are regarded 
amongst the best?”

So they went back retracing 
their foot-steps till they reached the 
rock. There they saw a man covered 
with a garment (or covering himself 
with his own garment). Miisa greeted 
him. Al-Khidr p10. replied saying, 
‘How do people greet each other in 
your land?’ Misa said, ‘I am Masa.’ 
He asked, ‘The Misa of Bani Israel?’ 
Masa replied in the affirmative and 
added, ‘May I follow you so that you 
may teach me of that knowledge which 
you have been taught.’ Al-Khidr 
replied, ‘Verily! You will not be able to 
have patience with me, O Misa! I have 
some of the knowledge of Allah yu... 
which He has taught me and which you 
do not know, while you have some 
knowledge which Allah has taught you 
which I do not know.’

Misa said, ‘Call me 
not to account for what I forgot.’ The 
first (excuse) of Misa was that he had 
forgotten. Then they proceeded further 
and found a boy playing with other 
boys. Al-Khidr took hold of the boy’s 
head and plucked it out with his hands 
(i.e. killed him). Misa said, ‘Have you 
killed an innocent person who has 
killed none.’ Al-Khidr replied, ‘Did I 
not tell you that you cannot remain 
patient with me?’ Then they both 
proceeded till they came to the people 
of a town, they asked them for food but 
they refused to entertain them. Then 
they found a wail on the point of 
collapsing. Al-Khidr repaired it with 
his own hands. Misa said, ‘If you had 
wished, surely you could have taken 
wages for it.’ Al-Khidr replied, ‘This is 
the parting between you and me.’ ” The 
Prophet ,, «we wi 1. added, “May Allah 
be Merciful to Misa! Would that he 
could have been more patient to learn 
more about their story.”

The 
ninth one said, “My husband isa tall 
generous man wearing a long strap for 
carrying his sword.”

(H.1590) She compares her husband with a leopard which is well-known for being shy, 
harmless and fond of too much sleep. She compares him with a lion when he is out for 
fighting. Besides, he does not interfere in the home affairs, e.g., he does not ask her how 
much she has spent, nor does he criticize any fault he may notice.

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abundant” and _ his house is near to the 
people who would easily consult 
him.”” The tenth one said, “My 


husband is Malik, and what is Malik?

When a part 
of the night had passed away, ‘Ali saw 
him and knew that he was a stranger. 
So when Abdi Dhar saw ‘Ali, he 
followed him, and none of them asked 
his companion about anything, and 
when it was dawn, Abii Dhar «sw ,2, 
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took his journey-food and his 
water-skin to the mosque and stayed 
there all the day long without being 
perceived by the Prophet s., at wit, 
and when it was evening, he came back 
to his retiring place. ‘Ali passed by him 
and said, “Has the man not known his 
dwelling place yet?” So, ‘Ali let him 
get up and took him (to his house) and 
none of them spoke to the other about 
anything. When it was the third day, 
‘Ali did the same and Abd Dhar stayed 
with him. Then ‘AIi said, “Will you tell 
me what has brought you here?” Aba 
Dhar said, “If you give me a firm 
promise that you will guide me, then I 
will tell you.” ‘Ali promised him, and 
he informed ‘AIi about the matter. ‘Ali 
said, “It is true, and he is the Messenger 
of Allah. Next morning when you get 
up, accompany me, and if I see any 
danger for you, I will stop as if to pass 
water, but if I go on, follow me and 
enter the place which I will enter.” Aba 
Dhar did so, and followed ‘Ali till he 
entered the place of the Prophet we wi 
sx, and Abi Dhar went in with him. 
Aba Dhar listened to some of the 
Prophet’s talks and embraced Islam on 
the spot. The Prophet .., ue wu. said to 
him, “Go back to your people and 
inform them (about it) till you receive 
my order.” Abi Dhar said, “By Him in 
Whose Hand my life is, I will proclaim 
my conversion loudly amongst them 
(i.e. the pagans).” So he went out, and 
when he reached the mosque he said as 
loudly as possible, “I bear witness that 
La ilaha ill-Allah (none has the right to 
be worshipped but Allah), and 
Muhammad 1, wi. is the Messenger 
of Allah.” The people got up and beat 
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him till he was badly hurt. Then 
Al-‘Abbas came and knelt over him (to 
protect him) and said (to the people), 
“Woe to you! Don’t you know that this 
man belongs to the tribe of Ghifar and 
your trade to Sham is through their 
way?” So he rescued him from them. 
Abti Dhar again did the same the next 
day. They beat him and took vengeance 
on him, and again Al-‘Abbas knelt over 
him (to protect him). (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 201, Vol. 5)

Jarir proceeded towards that house, and 
dismantled and burnt it. Then he sent a 
messenger to Allah’s Messenger 
piwy oe i gte informing him of that. 
Jarir’s messenger said, “By Him Who 
has sent you with the Truth, I did not 
come to you till I had left it like an 
emaciated or scabby camel (i.e. 
completely marred and spoilt).” (Jarir 
added), “The Prophet », 1% i, 
invoked Allah to bless the horses and 
the men of Ahmas five times.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 262, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 30. The virtues of 
‘Abdullah bin ‘Abbas ux ws, . 


1610. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas ue wi 5, :

I narrated all that to the Prophet 
pvp dale ati te , Who said, ‘The garden is 
Islam, and the hand-hold is the Most 
Trustworthy Hand-Hold. So you will 
remain asa Muslim till you die.’ ” The 
narrator added: “The man _ was 
‘Abdullah bin Salam ce wi ,s,”. (Sahih

Asma’ bint ‘Umais who was one of 
those who had come with us, came as a 
visitor to Hafsa, the wife of the Prophet 
plvy ale atti pte . She had migrated along 
with those other Muslims who migrated 
to Najashi. ‘Umar came to Hafsa while 
Asma’ bint ‘Umais was with her. 
‘Umar, on seeing Asma’, said, “Who is 
this?” She said, “Asma’ bint ‘Umais.” 
‘Umar said, “Is she the Ethiopian? Is 
she the sea-faring lady?” Asma’ 
replied, “Yes.” ‘Umar said, “We have 
migrated before you (people of the 
boat), so we have got more right than 
you over Allah’s Messenger py ate wi te.” 
On that Asma’ became angry and said, 
“No, by Allah, while you were with 
Allah’s Messenger ju, «1 wi te Who was 
feeding the hungry ones amongst you, 
and advised the ignorant ones amongst 
you, we were in the far-off hated land 
of Ethiopia, and all that was for the 
sake of Allah, and (then) for His 
Messenger ( pL) ate wi te).

He 
kept on asking till a man advised him to 
go to such and such a village. (So he 
left for it) but death overtook him on 
the way. While dying, he turned his 
chest towards that village (where he 
had hoped his repentance would be 
accepted), and so_ the angels of mercy 
and the angels of punishment quarreled 
amongst themselves regarding him. 
Allah ordered the village (towards 
which he was going) to come closer to 
him, and ordered the village (whence 
he had come from), to go far away, and 
then He ordered the angels to measure 
the distances between his body and the 
two villages. So he was found one span 
closer to the village (he was going to). 
So he  was_ forgiven.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 676, Vol. 4) 


1761. Narrated Safwan bin Muhriz 
Almazini: While I was walking with 
Ibn ‘Umar ux wi ,s, holding his hand, a 
man came in front of us and asked,

CHAPTER 9. Narration about the 
repentance of Ka‘b bin Malik and his 
two companions. 


1762. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Ka‘b 
bin Malik who, from among Ka‘b’s 
sons, was the guide of Ka‘b when he 
became blind: I heard Ka‘b bin Malik 
narrating the story of (the Ghazwa of) 
Tabak in which he failed to take part. 
Ka‘b said: I did not remain behind 
Allah’s Messenger 4,42 wit in any 
Ghazwa that he fought except the 
Ghazwa of Tabik,: and I failed to take 
part in the Ghazwa of Badr, but Allah 
did not admonish anyone who had not 
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participated in it, for in fact, Allah’s 
Messenger ,1., .  ,1. had gone out in 
search of the caravan of Quraish till 
Allah made them (i.e. the Muslims) and 
their enemy meet without any 
appointment. I witnessed the night of 
Al-‘Agaba_ (pledge) with Allah’s 
Messenger pL, «te wi te When we pledged 
for Islam, and I would not exchange it 
for the Badr Battle although the Badr 
Battle is more popular amongst the 
people than it (i.e. Al- ‘Aqaba Pledge). 
As for my news (in this battle of 
Tabak), I had never been stronger or 
wealthier than I was when I remained 
behind the Prophet , 4  , in that 
Ghazwa. By Allah, never had I two 
she-camels before, but I had then, at the 
time of this Ghazwa. Whenever Allah’s 
Messenger 4, ie a 2 wanted to make a 
Ghazwa, he used to hide his intention 
by apparently referring to different 
Ghazwa till it was the time of that 
Ghazwa (of Tabak) which Allah’s 
Messenger j.,.W wi > fought in severe 
heat, facing a long journey, deserts, and 
the great number of enemy. So, the 
Prophet ,., 4 1. announced to the 
Muslims clearly (their destination) so 
that they might get prepared for their 
Ghazwa. So he informed them clearly 
of the destination he was going to. 
Allah’s Messenger 1, ui 1. was 
accompanied by a _ large number of 
Muslims who could not be listed ina 
book, namely, a_ register. Ka‘b added: 
“Any man who intended to be absent 
would think that the matter would 
remain hidden unless Allah revealed it 
through Divine Revelation. So Allah’s 
Messenger j~, se wi te , fought that 
Ghazwa at the time when the fruits had 
ripened and the shade looked pleasant.

49. The Book of Repentance 


Allah’s Messenger ji, wt and his 
companions prepared for the battle and 
I started to go out in order to get myself 
ready along with them, but I returned 
having done anything. I would say to 
myself, ‘I can do that.’ So, I kept on 
delaying it every now and then till the 
people got ready and Allah’s 
Messenger ,i) «we wi and the Muslims 
along with him departed, and I had not 
prepared anything for my departure, 
and I said, ‘I will prepare myself (for 
departure) one or two days after him, 
and then join them.’ In the morning 
following their departure, I went out to 
get myself ready but returned having 
done nothing. Then again the next 
morning I went out to get ready but 
returned without doing anything. Such 
was the case with me till they hurried 
away and the battle was missed (by 
me). Even then I intended to depart to 
take over them. I wish I had done so! 
But it was not preordained for me. So, 
after the departure of Allah’s 
Messenger jy ue wi ute , Whenever I went 
out and walked amongst the people (i.e. 
the remaining persons), it grieved me 
that I could see none around me but the 
one accused of hypocrisy, or one of 
those weak men whom Allah had 
excused. Allah’s Messenger ,., we wi to 
did not remember me till he reached 
Tabak. So while he was sitting amongst 
the people in Tabiik, he said, “What did 
Ka‘b do?’ A man from Band Salama 
said, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! He has 
been stopped by his two Burda (i.e. 
garments) and his looking at his own 
flanks with pride.” Then Mu‘adh bin 
Jabal said, ‘What a bad thing you have 
said! By Allah! O Allah’s Messenger! 
We know nothing about him but good.’ 
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Allah’s Messenger 1, wii. kept 
silent.” Ka‘b bin Malik added: “When I 
heard that he (i.e. the Prophet wi .. 
+») was on his way back to Al-Madina, 
my concern grew deep, and I began to 
think of false excuses, saying to myself, 
“How can I avoid his anger tomorrow?’ 
And I took the advice of a wise 
member of my family in this matter. 
When it was said that Allah’s 
Messenger pw ,12 had nearly 
approached Al-Madina, all the evil 
false excuses abandoned from my mind 
and I knew well that I could never 
come out of this problem by forging a 
lie. Then I decided firmly to speak the 
truth. So, Allah’s Messenger qu, aie wi to 
arrived in the morning, and whenever 
he returned from a journey, he used to 
visit the mosque first of all and offer a 
two-Rak‘a prayer therein and then sit 
for the people. So when he had done all 
that (this time), those who had failed to 
join the battle (of Tabik) came and 
started offering (false) excuses and 
taking oaths before him. They were 
something over eighty men; Allah’s 
Messenger j,.% wu ,1. accepted the 
excuses they had expressed, took their 
Bai‘a (pledge) asked for Allah’s 
Forgiveness for them, and left the 
secrets of their hearts for Allah to 
judge. Then I came to him, and when | 
greeted him, he smiled a smile of an 
angry person and then said, ‘Come on.’ 
So I came walking till I sat before him. 
He said to me, ‘What stopped you from 
joining us. Had you not purchased an 
animal for carrying you?’ I answered, 
“Yes, O Allah’s Messenger! But by 
Allah, if I were sitting before any 
person from among the people of the 
world other than you, I would have 
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avoided his anger with an excuse. By 
Allah, I have been bestowed with the 
power of speaking fluently and 
eloquently, but by Allah, I knew well 
that if today I tell you a lie to seek your 
favour, Allah would surely make you 
angry with me in the near future, but if 
I tell you the truth, though you will get 
angry because of it, I hope for Allah’s 
Forgiveness. Really, by Allah, there 
was no excuse for me. By Allah, I had 
never been stronger or wealthier than I 
was when I remained behind you.’ 
Then Allah’s Messenger py ss ti, 
said, ‘As regards this man, he has 
surely told the truth. So get up till Allah 
decides your case.’ I got up, and many 
men of Bani Salama followed me and 
said to me, ‘By Allah, we never 
witnessed you doing any sin before 
this. Surely, you failed to offer excuses 
to Allah’s Messenger py we wit as the 
others who did not join him, have 
offered. The supplication of Allah’s 
Messenger py. uw, to Allah to 
forgive you would have been sufficient 
for you.’ By Allah, they continued 
blaming me so much that I intended to 
return (to the Prophet p., 1 a.) and 
accuse myself of having told a lie, but I 
said to them, ‘Is there anybody else 
who has met the same fate as I have?’ 
They replied, ‘Yes, there are two men 
who have said the same thing as you 
have, and to both of them was given the 
same order as given to you.’ | asked, 
“Who are they?” They replied, ‘Murara 
bin Ar-Rabi ‘Al-‘Amri and Hilal bin 
Umaiya Al-Wagifi.’ By that they 
mentioned to me two pious men who 
had attened the Ghazwa of Badr, and in 
whom there was an example for me. So 
I did not change my mind when they 
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mentioned them (their names) to me. 
Allah’s Messenger ., 1 wi 2 forbade 
all the Muslims to talk to us, the three 
aforesaid persons out of all those who 
had remained behind in that Ghazwa. 
So we kept away from the people and 
they changed their attitude towards us 
till the very land (where I lived) 
appeared strange to me as if I did not 
know it. We remained in that condition 
for fifty nights. As regards my two 
fellows, they remained in their houses 
and kept on weeping, but I was the 
youngest of them and the firmest of 
them, so I used to go out and witness 
(attend) Salat (prayer) along with the 
Muslims and roam about in the 
markets, but none would talk to me, 
and I would come to Allah’s 
Messenger .,.4 wie and greet him 
while he was sitting in his gathering 
after Saldt, and I would wonder 
whether the Prophet wt ui, did 
move his lips in return to my greetings 
or not. Then I would offer my Saldt 
near to him and look at him stealthily. 
When I was busy with my Saldt, he 
would turn his face towards me, but 
when I turned my face to him he would 
turn his face away from me. When this 
harsh attitude of the people lasted long, 
I walked till I scaled the wall of the 
garden of Abi Qatada who was my 
cousin and dearest person to me, and I 
offered my greetings to him. By Allah, 
he did not return my greetings, I said, 
‘O Abi Qatdda! I beseech you by 
Allah! Do you know that I love Allah 
and His Messenger (i) oe wi ,12) ?” He 
kept quiet. I asked him again, 
beseeching him by Allah, but he 
remained silent. Then I asked him 
again in the Name of Allah. He said, 
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‘Allah and His Messenger (poy ute 1 te) 
know it better.” Thereupon my eyes 
flowed with tears and I returned and 
jumped over the wall.” Ka‘b added: 
“While I was walking in the market of 
Al-Madina, suddenly I saw a Nabati 
(ie. a Christian farmer) from the 
Nabdti of Sham who came to sell his 
grains in Al-Madina, saying, “Who will 
lead me to Ka‘b bin Malik?’ The 
people began to point (me) out for him 
till he came to me and handed mea 
letter from the king of Ghassan in 
which the following was written: ‘To 
proceed, I have been informed that 
your friend (i.e. the Prophet pu, ae wi ) 
has treated you harshly. Anyhow, Allah 
does not let you live at a place where 
you feel inferior and your right is lost. 
So join us, and we will console you.’ 
When I read it, I said to myself, ‘This is 
also a sort of a test.’ Then I took the 
letter to the oven and made a fire 
therein by burning it. When forty out of 
the fifty nights elapsed, behold! There 
came to me the messenger of Allah’s 
Messenger 15 «le wi .W- and said, “Allah’s 
Messenger yu wits orders you to 
keep away from your wife.’ I said, 
‘Should I divorce her; or else what 
should I do?’ He said, ‘No, only keep 
aloof from her and do not cohabit her.’ 
The Prophet ,-, uu ,1. sent the same 
message to my two fellows. Then I said 
to my wife, ‘Go to your parents and 
remain with them till Allah gives His 
Verdict in this matter.’ ” Ka‘b added: 
“The wife of Hilal bin Umaiya came to 
Allah’s Messenger ,-y «i 1. and said, 
‘O Allah’s Messenger! Hilal bin 
Umaiya is a helpless old man who has 
no servant to attend on him. Do you 
dislike that I should serve him?’ He 
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said, ‘No, (you can serve him) but he 
should not come near you.’ She said, 
‘By Allah, he has no desire for 
anything. By Allah he has never ceased 
weeping from the day his case began 
till this day of his.’ On that, some of 
my family members said to me, ‘Will 
you also ask Allah’s Messenger 1 ,- 
jy ue to permit your wife (to serve you) 
as he has permitted the wife of Hilal 
bin Umaiya to serve him?’ I said, “By 
Allah, I will not ask the permission of 
Allah’s Messenger py « w 4 regarding 
her, for I do not know what Allah’s 
Messenger ,L-y «ss uit would say if I 
asked him to permit her (to serve me) 
while I am a young man.’ I remained in 
that state for ten more nights after that 
till the period of fifty nights was 
completed starting from the time when 
Allah’s Messenger y+ w+ prohibited 
the people from talking to us. When I 
had offered the Fajr prayer on the 50th 
morning on the roof of one of our 
houses, and while I was sitting in the 
condition which Allah described (in the 
Qur’dn) i.e. my very soul seemed 
straitened to me and even the earth 
seemed narrow to me for all its 
spaciousness, there I heard the voice of 
one who had ascended the mountain of 
Sal‘a calling with his loudest voice, ‘O 
Ka‘b bin Malik! Be happy (by 
receiving good tidings).’ I fell down in 
prostration before Allah, realizing that 
relief has come. Allah’s Messenger 
j+s«s had announced the acceptance of 
our repentance by Allah when he had 
offered the Fajr prayer. The people 
then went out to congratulate us. Some 
bringers of good tidings went out to my 
two fellows, and a horseman came to 
me in haste, and a man of Bani Aslam 
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came running and ascended the 
mountain and his voice was swifter 
than the horse. When he (i.e. the man) 
whose voice I had heard, came to me 
conveying the good tidings, I took off 
my two garments and dressed him with 
them; and by Allah, I owned no other 
garments than them on that day. Then I 
borrowed two garments and wore them 
and went to Allah’s Messenger a wi 1 
s, . The people started receiving me in 
batches, congratulating me on Allah’s 
acceptance of my repentance, saying, 
‘We congratulate you on Allah’s 
Acceptance of your repentance.’ ” Ka‘b 
further said: “When I entered the 
mosque, I saw Allah’s Messenger w 1. 
py ue Sitting with the people around 
him. Talha bin ‘Ubaidullah swiftly 
came to me, shook hands with me and 
congratulated me. By Allah, none of 
the Muhdjirin (emigrants) got up for 
me except him (i.e. Talha), and I will 
never forget this (act of) Talha.” Ka‘b 
added: “When I greeted Allah’s 
Messenger 4.) wie wi to he, his face being 
bright with joy, said, ‘Be happy with 
the best day that you have got eversince 
your mother delivered you.’” Ka‘b 
added: “I said to the Prophet pu, aie wi i 
‘Is this forgiveness from you or from 
Allah?’ He said, ‘No, it is from Allah.’ 
Whenever Allah’s Messenger oe wi 
-» became happy, his face would shine 
as if it were a piece of moon, and we all 
knew that characteristic of him. When I 
sat before him, I said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger!

Allah has saved me 
for telling the truth; so it is a part of my 
repentance not to tell but the truth as 
long as I am alive.’ By Allah, I don’t 
know anyone of the Muslims whom 
Allah has helped for telling the truth, 
more than me, since I have mentioned 
that truth to Allah’s Messenger  w 
w-» , I have never intended to tell a lie 
eversince (I said that to Allah’s 
Messenger pL) 4 ati We ) till today. And 
so I hope that Allah will save me (from 
telling lies) the rest of my life. So Allah 
revealed to His Messenger ( pi-y ute wt Le) 
the Verse: “Allah has forgiven the 
Prophet ,i5 «+e oy, the Muhdjirin (emigrants) 
and the Ansdr (supporters) ...... and be 
with those who are true (in words and 
deeds).’ (V.9:117-119) By Allah, Allah 
has never bestowed upon me, apart 
from His guiding me to Islam, a greater 
blessing than the fact that I did not tell 
a lie to Allah’s Messenger py ute wt 
which would have caused me to perish 
as those who have told a lie perished, 
for Allah described those who told lies 
with the worst description He ever 
attributed to anybody else. Allah y+, 
said: ‘They (i.e. the hypocrites) will 
swear by Allah to you (Muslims) when 
you return to them (upto His Saying)... 
Certainly Allah is not pleased with the 
people who are Al-Fdsiqin (the 
rebellious, disobedient to Allah).’” 
(V.9:95,96) Ka‘b added: “We, the three 
persons, differed altogether from those 
whose excuses Allah’s Messenger a .. 
i+) «ie accepted when they swore to him. 
He took their Bai ‘a (pledge) and asked 
Allah to forgive them, but Allah’s 
Messenger ,.,.s ito left our case 
pending till Allah gave His Judgment 
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about it. As for that Allah said: ‘And 
(He did forgive also) the three (who did 
not join the Tabuk expedition...)’ 
(V.9:118). What Allah said (in this 
Verse) does not indicate our failure to 
take part in the Ghazwa, but it refers to 
the deferment of making a decision by 
the Prophet ,., te wi 12 about our case in 
contrast to the case of those who had 
taken an oath before him and he 
excused them by accepting their 
excuses. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
702, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 10. Narration about 
Al-Ifk (the story of the forged 
statement, a slander against ‘Aisha, 
the wife of the Prophet .,.2 0 ,L 
which the hypocrites invented) and 
about the acceptance of the 
repentance of a slanderer. 


1763. Narrated ‘Aisha YW ws, , the 
wife of the Prophet ,», 1. wu : 
“Whenever Allah’s Messenger te wi i. 
4, intended to go on a journey, he used 
to draw lots amongst his wives, and 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, a Ww .. used to 
take with him the one on whom the lot 
fell. He drew lots amongst us during 
one of the Ghzwa which he fought. The 
lot fell on me and so I proceeded with 
Allah’s Messenger ps ~,.1 wi, after 
Allah’s order of Hijab (use of the veil 
by women) had been revealed. I was 
carried in a Howdaj (on the back of a 
camel) and used to be dismounted 
while still in it (when we came toa 
halt). So we went on till Allah’s 
Messenger jt. «+ wi te had finished from 
his Ghazwa and returned. (We camped) 
as we approached near the city of 
Al-Madina. Then he (+) wu ,1) 
announced for departure at night. So I 
got up when they announced the news 
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of departure, and went away from the 
army camps, and after finishing from 
the call of nature, I came back to my 
riding animal. I touched my chest to 
find that my necklace which was made 
of Zifar beads (i.e. Yemenite beads, 
partly black and partly white) was 
missing. So I returned to look for it and 
was delayed because of that. (In the 
meanwhile) the people who used to 
carry me on my camel came and took 
my Howdaj and put it on the back of 
the camel on which I used to ride, 
thinking that I was in it, as at that time 
women were light in weight and lean 
and thin, and did not use to eat much. 
So, those people did not feel the 
difference in the weight of the Howdaj 
while putting it over the camel. At that 
time I was still a young girl. They set 
the camel moving and proceeded on. I 
found my necklace after the army had 
gone. Then I came to the camping place 
to find that everybody had left. I went 
to the place where I used to stay, 
thinking that they would discover my 
absence and come back to me (in my 
search). While in that state, I felt sleepy 
and slept. Safwan bin Al-Mu‘attal As- 
Sulami Adh-Dhakwé4ni was behind the 
army, and reached the place where we 
were camping in the morning. When he 
saw the figure ofa sleeping person he 
came to me and he had seen me before 
the order of the Hijab was revealed. I 
got up when I heard him reciting 
Istirja‘ (i.e. Inna lillahi wa inna ilaihi 
raji tin)" as soon as he recognised me. 
I veiled my face with my head cover at 
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once, and by Allah, we did not speak a 
single word, and I did not hear him 
saying any word besides his Istirja‘. He 
dismounted from his camel and made it 
kneel down, putting his leg on its front 
legs and then I got up and rode on it. 
Then he set out walking, leading the 
camel that was carrying me till we 
overtook the army in the extreme heat 
of midday while they were at a halt 
(taking a rest). (Because of the event) 
some people brought destruction upon 
themselves'” and the one who spread 
the IJfk (i. slander) more, was 
‘Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salil.” ‘Urwa 
said, “The people propagated the 
slander and talked about it in his (i.e. 
‘Abdullah’s) presence and he 
confirmed it and listened to it and 
asked about it to let it prevail.” ‘Urwa 
also added, “None was mentioned as 
members of the slanderous group 
besides (‘Abdullah) except Hassan bin 
Thabit and Mistaéh bin Uthatha and 
Hamna bint Jahsh along with others 
about whom I have no knowledge, but 
they were a group as Allah ys said. 
(V.24:11). And as from him who has 
the greater share therein (i.e. the 
slander) was ‘Abdullah bin Ubai bin 
Salil.” ‘Urwa added, “Aisha disliked to 
have Hassan abused in her presence 
and she used to say, ‘It was he who 
said: My father and his (i.e. my 
father’s) father and my honour are all 
for the protection of Muhammad’s 
honour from you.’” ‘Aisha added, 
“After we returned to Al-Madina, I 
became ill for a month. The people 
were propagating the forged statements 


'Y (H.1763) By slandering ‘Aisha. 
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of the slanderers while I was unaware 
of anything of all that, but I felt that in 
my present ailment, I was not receiving 
the same kindness from Allah’s 
Messenger ,--) «u+ wi te I used to receive 
when I got sick. (But now) Allah’s 
Messenger ;1-) «te wi te Would only come, 
greet and say, ‘How is that (lady)?’ and 
leave. I did not know anything of what 
was going on till I recovered and went 
out with Umm Mistaéh to Al-Manasi‘ 
where we used to answer the call of 
nature and we used not to go out (to 
answer the call of nature) except at 
night, and that was before we had 
lavatories near our houses. And this 
habit of ours was similar to the habits 
of the old Arabs living in the open 
country (or away from houses). So, I 
and Umm Mistaéh bint Abi Ruhm bin 
Al-Muttalib bin ‘Abd Manaf, (whose 
mother was the daughter of Sakhr bin 
‘Amir and the aunt of Abdi Bakr As- 
Siddiq and whose son was Mistah bin 
Uthatha bin ‘Abbad bin Al-Muttalib) 
went out. I and Umm Mistah returned 
to my house after we finished 
answering the call of nature. Umm 
Mistah stumbled by getting her foot 
entangled in her covering sheet and on 
that she said, ‘Let Mistah be ruined!’ I 
said, ‘You are saying a bad word, why 
are you abusing a man who took part in 
the (battle of) Badr?’ On that she said, 
‘O Hantd (you there) didn’t you hear 
what he (i.e. Mistéh) said?’ I said, 
‘What did he say?’ Then she told me 
the slander of the people of Jfk. So my 
ailment was aggravated, and when I 
reached my home, Allah’s Messenger 
ji+y cue tite came to me, and after 
greeting me, said, ‘How is that (lady)?’ 
I said, ‘Will you allow me to go to my 
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parents?’, as I wanted to be sure about 
the news through them. Allah’s 
Messenger Ly «2 wt» allowed me (and 
I went to my parents) and asked my 
mother, ‘O mother! What are the 
people talking about?’ She said, ‘O my 
daughter! Don’t worry, for scarcely is 
there a charming woman who is loved 
by her husband and whose husband has 
other wives besides herself that they 
(i.e. women) would find faults with 
her.’ I said, ‘Subhan Allah! (I testify 
the Uniqueness of Allah). Are the 
people really talking in this way?’ I 
kept on weeping that night till dawn, I 
could neither stop weeping nor sleep. 
Then in the morning again I kept on 
weeping. When the Divine Inspiration 
was delayed, Allah’s Messenger a 1. 
py ate Called ‘Ali bin Abi Talib and 
Usama bin Zaid to ask and consult 
them about divorcing his wife (i.e. 
‘Aisha). Usama bin Zaid said what he 
knew of my innocence, and the respect 
he preserved in himself for me. Usama 
said: ‘O Allaéh’s Messenger! She is 
your wife and we do not know anything 
except good about her.’ ‘Ali bin Abi 
Talib said, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! 
Allah has not imposed restrictions on 
you (about marrying), there are plenty 
of women other than her, yet, ask the 
maid-servant (‘Aisha’s slave-girl) who 
will tell you the truth.’ On that, Allah’s 
Messenger jy «te wi t+ Called Barira (i.e. 
the maid-servant) and said, ‘O Barira! 
Did you ever see anything which 
roused your suspicions about her?’ 
Barira said to him, ‘By Him Who has 
sent you with the Truth, I have never 
seen in her (i.e. ‘Aisha) which I would 
conceal, except that she is a young girl 
who sleeps leaving the dough of her 
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family exposed so that the domestic 
goats come and eat it.’ So, on that day, 
Allah’s Messenger ju a wi. got up on 
the pulpit and complained about 
‘Abdullah bin Ubai (bin Salil) before 
his companions, saying, ‘O you 
Muslims! Who will relieve me from 
that man who has hurt me with his evil 
statement about my family? By Allah, I 
know nothing except good about my 
family and they have blamed a man 
about whom I know nothing except 
good and he used never to enter my 
home except in my company.’ Sa‘d bin 
Mu‘adh the brother of Band ‘Abd Al- 
Ashhal got up and said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! I will relieve you from 
him; if he is from the tribe of Al-Ats, 
then I will chop his head off, and if he 
is from our brothers, Al-Khazraj, then 
order us, and we will fulfil your order.’ 
On that, a man from Al-Khazraj got up. 
Umm Hassan was his cousin’s sister 
and he was from his branch tribe, and 
he was Sa‘d bin ‘Ubada, the chief of 
Al-Khazraj. Before this incident, he 
was a pious man but his love for his 
tribe goaded him into saying to Sa‘d 
(bin Mu‘adh), ‘By Allah, you have told 
a lie; you shall not and cannot kill him. 
If he belonged to your people, you 
would not wish him to be killed.’ On 
that, Usaid bin Hudair who was the 
cousin of Sa‘d (bin Mu‘adh) got up and 
said to Sa‘d bin ‘Ubada, ‘By Allah! 
You area liar! We will surely kill him, 
and you are a hypocrite arguing on 
behalf of hypocrites.” On this the two 
tribes of Al-Atis and Al-Khazraj got so 
much excited that they were about to 
fight while Allah’s Messenger at wi 
+, was standing on the pulpit, Allah’s 
Messenger ,1-, «+ wi t+ kept on quieting

When Allah’s Messenger 
jH+) ute wt ye finished his speech, my tears 
ceased flowing completely that I no 
longer felt a single drop of tear flowing. 
I requested my father, ‘Reply to Allah’s 
Messenger 1, wit on my behalf 
concerning what he has said.’ My 
father said, ‘By Allah, I do not know 
what to say to Allah’s Messenger wu: 
py ase .” Then I said to my mother, 
‘Reply to Allah’s Messenger pL, ute wi to 
on my behalf.’ She said, “By Allah, I 
do not know what to say to Allah’s 
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Messenger ,-y.#: wi.” In spite of the 
fact I was a young girl and did not had 
much knowledge of the Qur’4n, I said, 
‘By Allah, I have no doubt that you 
heard this (slanderous) speech and that 
it has got fixed up in your mind and 
you have taken it as truth. Now if] tell 
you that I am innocent, you will not 
believe me, and if I confess to you about it 
— and Allah knows that I am innocent — 
you will surely believe me. By Allah, I 
find no similitude for me and you 
except that of Ydisuf’s (Joseph) father 
when he said, ‘(For me) patience is the 
most fitting and it is Allah (Alone) 
Whose Help can be sought against that 
which you assert.’ (V.12:18) Then I 
turned to the other side and laid down 
on my bed; and Allah knew that I was 
innocent and I hoped that Allah would 
reveal my innocence. By Allah, I never 
thought that Allah would reveal in my 
case Divine Inspiration that would be 
recited (for ever) as I considered myself 
too inferior to be talked of in the 
Qur’4n, but I hoped that Allah’s 
Messenger p+) .u wit might have a 
dream in which Allah would prove my 
innocence. By Allah, before Allah’s 
Messenger s+). wi, left his seat and 
before any of the household left, the 
Divine Inspiration came to Allah’s 
Messenger jy»... . So, there 
overtook him the same which used to 
overtake him, (when he used to be 
inspired Divinely). Sweat was dropping 
from his body like pearls, though it was 
a (cold) wintry day and that was 
because of the weighty Statement 
which was being revealed to him. 
When that state of Allah’s Messenger 
jy ule wi ie Was Over, he got up smiling, 
and the first word he said was, ‘O 
‘Aisha! Allah has declared your 
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innocence!” Then my mother said to 
me, ‘Get up and go to him (i.e. Allah’s 
Messenger wy ui wit ).’ I replied, ‘By 
Allah, I will not go to him, and I praise 
none but Allah ys. And Allah revealed 
the Verses: (V.24: 11-26) 


(11) Verily! Those who brought forth 
the slander (against ‘Aisha yew 2, — 
the wife of the Prophet ,L, ww 1 ) are 
a group among you.

50. THE BOOK ABOUT THE 
CHARACTERISTICS OF THE 


HYPOCRITES AND ORDERS 
CONCERNING THEM.

The 
Prophet -, 1 wit- said, “If he should 
be he (i.e. Ad-Dajjal) then you cannot 
overpower him, and should he not be 
him, then you are not going to benefit 
by murdering him.”

So, 
He sent them an angel who came to the 
leper and said, ‘What thing do you like 
most?” He replied, ‘Good colour and 
good skin, for the people have a strong 
aversion to me.” The angel touched him 
and his disease was cured, and he was 
given a good colour and beautiful skin. 
The angel asked him, ‘What kind of 
property do you like best?’ He replied, 
‘Camels.’ (The narrator is in doubt, for 
either the leper or the bald-headed man 
demanded camels and the other 
demanded cows.) So he (i.e. the leper) 
was given a pregnant she-camel and the 
angel said (to him), ‘May Allah bless 
you in it.” The angel then went to the 
bald-headed man and said, ‘What thing 
do you like most?’ He said, ‘I like good 
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hair and wish to be cured of this 
disease, for the people feel repulsion 
for me.’ The angel touched him and his 
illness was cured, and he was given 
good hair. The angel asked (him), 
“What kind of property do you like 
best?’ He replied, ‘Cows.’ The angel 
gave him a pregnant cow and said, 
‘May Allah bless you in it.’ The angel 
went to the blind man and asked, ‘What 
thing do you like best?’ He said, ‘(I 
like) that Allah 5... may restore my 
eye-sight to me so that I may see the 
people.” The angel touched his eyes 
and Allah 4... gave him back his eye- 
sight. The angel asked him, ‘What kind 
of property do you like best?’ He 
replied, ‘Sheep.’ The angel gave him a 
pregnant ewe. Afterwards, all the three 
pregnant animals gave birth to young 
ones and multiplied and brought forth 
so much that one of the (three) men had 
a herd of camels filling a valley, and 
one had a herd of cows filling a valley, 
and one had a flock of sheep filling a 
valley. Then the angel, disguised in the 
shape and appearance ofa leper, went 
to the leper and said, ‘I am a poor man, 
who has lost all means of livelihood 
while on a journey. None will satisfy 
my needs except Allah yw and then you. 
In the Name of Him Who has given 
you such nice colour and beautiful skin, 
and so much property, I ask you to give 
me a camel so that I may reach may 
destination.” The man replied, ‘I have 
many obligations (so I cannot give 
you).’ The angel said, ‘I think I know 
you, were you not a leper to whom the 
people had a strong aversion? Weren’t 
you a poor man, and then Allah ys gave 
you (all this property).” He replied, 
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“(This is all wrong) I got this property 
through _inheritance from my 
fore-fathers.’ The angel said, ‘If you 
are telling a lie, then let Allah ss make 
you as you were before.’ Then the 
angel, disguised in the shape and 
appearance of a bald man, went to the 
bald man and said to him the same as 
he told the first one, and he too, 
answered the same as the first one did. 
The angel said, ‘If you are telling a lie, 
then let Allah js make you as you were 
before.’ Then the angel disguised in the 
shape of a blind man, went to the blind 
man and said, ‘I am a poor man anda 
traveller, whose means of livelihood 
have been exhausted while on a 
journey. I have nobody to help me 
except Allah ys , and after Him, you 
yourself. I ask you in the Name of Him 
Who has given you back your eye-sight 
to give me a sheep, so that with its 
help, I may complete my journey.’ The 
man said, ‘No doubt, I was blind and 
Allah jus gave me back my eye-sight; I 
was poor and Allah made me rich; so 
take anything you wish from my 
property. By Allah, I will not stop you 
from taking anything (you need) of my 
property which you may take for 
Allah’s Sake.’ The angel replied, ‘Keep 
your property with you. You (i.e. three 
men) have been tested and Allah sw is 
pleased with you and is angry with 
your two  companions.’”” (Sahih 
Al-BukhGri, Hadith No. 670, Vol. 4)

Didn’t you use to order us for 
Al-Ma ‘rif (i.e. Islamic Monotheism 
and all that Islam orders) and forbid us 
from Al-Munkar _ (i.e. disbelief, 
polytheism and all that Islam forbids)

An example of such disclosure 
is that a person commits a sin at night

sneezing), while the other did not 
praise Allah ys .” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 240, Vol. 8) 


1885. Narrated Abd Huraira « wi ,., : 
The Prophet wv, wt wi » said, “Yawning 
is from Satan and if anyone of you 
yawns, he should check his yawning as 
much as possible, for if anyone of you 
(during the act of yawning) should say: 
‘Ha’, Satan will laugh at him”. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 509, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 11. (About) the rat and 
that it is transformed. 


1886. Narrated Abd Huraira « ws, : 
The Prophet .., ww. said, “A group 
of Isrealites were lost, nobody knows 
what they did. But I do not see them 
except that they were cursed and 
transformed into rats, for if you put the 
milk of ashe-camel in front of a rat, it

inferred from the rats’ habit that some Israelites had been transformed into rats.

py ae ?” I said, “Yes.” Ka‘b asked me 
the same question several times. I said to 
Ka‘b, “Do I read the Torah?” (i.e. I tell 
you this from the Prophet jy 4 wt ue)” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 524, 
Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 12. A believer is not 
stung twice out of one and the same 
hole. 


1887. Narrated Abd Huraira « ws, : 
The Prophet »,.4 0,1 said, “A 
believer is not stung twice (by 
something) out of one and the same 
hole.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 
154, Vol. 8) 


CHAPTER 14. It is forbidden to 
praise anyone so much that there 
may be fear of his being spoiled 
because of that. 


1888. Narrated Abi Bakra ux wi ,s,: A 
man praised another man in front of the

py aue Said to him, “Woe to you, you

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father who was at home and purchased 
a saddle from him. He said to ‘Azib 
“Tell your son to carry it with me.” So 
I carried it with him and my father 
followed us so as to take the price (of 
the saddle). My father said, “O Abia 
Bakr! Tell me what happened to you on 
your journey with Allah’s Messenger 
44 se wt te [during Al-Hijra (emigration)].” 
He said, “Yes, we travelled the whole 
night and also the next day till midday, 
when nobody could be seen on the way 
(because of the severe heat). Then there 
appeared a long rock having shade 
beneath it, and the sunshine had not 
come to it yet. So we dismounted there 
and I levelled a place and covered it 
with an animal hide, or he said, “dry 
grass”, for the Prophet ,., ww... to 
sleep on (for a while). I then said, 
‘Sleep, O Allah’s Messenger, and I will 
guard you.’ So he slept and I went out 
to guard him. Suddenly I saw a 
shepherd coming with his flock of 
sheep to that rock with the same 
intention we had, when he came to it, I 
asked (him), ‘To whom do you belong, 
O boy?’ He replied, ‘I belong to a man 
from Al-Madina (or he said, ‘Makka’). 
I said, ‘Do your sheep have milk?’ He 
said, ‘Yes.’ I said, ‘Will you milk 
(them) for us.’ He said, ‘Yes.’ He 
caught hold of a sheep and I asked him 
to clean its teats from dust, hair and 
dirt. (The subnarrator said that he saw 
Al-Bara’ striking one of his hands with 
the other, demonstrating how the 
shepherd removed the dust.) The 
shepherd milked a little milk in a 
wooden container and I had a leather 
container which I carried for the 
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Prophet ,, wt: wit. to drink and perform 
the ablution from it. I went to the 
Prophet U1 wi. hating to wake him 
up, but when I reached there, the 
Prophet 1.5 «1 ow had already woken 
up; so I poured water over the middle 
part of the milk container, till the milk 
was cold. Then I said, ‘Drink, O 
Allah’s Messenger!’ He drank till I was 
pleased. Then he asked, ‘Has the time 
for our departure come?’ I said, ‘Yes.’ 
So we departed after midday. Suraqa 
bin Malik followed us and I said, ‘We 
have been discovered, O Allah’s 
Messenger!’ He said, ‘Be not sad (or 
afraid) surely Allah ys is with us.’ The 
Prophet .v, as wv. invoked evil on him 
(i.e. Suraqa) and the legs of his horse 
sank into the earth upto its belly. [The 
subnarrator, Zuhair is not sure whether 
Abi Bakr said, “(It sank) into solid 
earth.”] Suraga said, ‘I see that you 
have invoked evil on me. Please invoke 
good on me, and by Allah, I will cause 
those who are seeking after you to 
return.” The Prophet ,., ate wt. invoked 
good on him and _ he-was saved. Then 
whenever he met somebody on the 
way, he would say, ‘I have looked for 
him here in vain.” So he caused 
whomever he met to return. Thus 
Suraga fulfilled his promise.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 812, Vol. 4)

Allah instructs you about them, and 
about what is recited unto you in the 
Book, concerning the orphan-girls to 
whom you give not the prescribed 
portions (as regards Mahr and 
inheritance) and yet whom you desire 
to marry....”

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by Alléh’s saying:- ‘And about what is 
recited unto you’ is the former Verse 
which goes: ‘If you fear that you shall 
not be able to deal justly with the 
orphan-girls, then marry (other) women 
of your choice...’ (V.4:3) ‘Aisha said, 
“Allah’s saying in the other Verse: 
‘..Yet whom you desire to marry...’ 
(V.4:127) means the disire of the 
guardian to marry an orphan girl under 
his guardianship when she has not 
much property or beauty (in which case 
he should treat her justly). The 
guardians were forbidden to marry the 
orphan girls under their care possessing 
property and beauty without being just 
to them, as they generally refrain from 
marrying them (when they are neither 
beautiful nor  wealthy).”

This 
confirms two Hands for Allah, but there is no similarity for them. 


This is the Faith of all true believers, and was the Faith of all the 
Prophets of Allah from Nih (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), Misa

plvy dle atti te . It is not like as some people think that Allah is present

Lo is 
the Messenger of Allah” and this means, “None has the right to be 
followed after Allah’s Book (the Qur’4n), but Allah’s Messenger lo 
pug ale att”. [See the Qur’dn (V. 59:7) and (V. 3:31)].
